TOWED TO SEA BY A DEVILFISH. 


Kentucky Colonel Fights a Thing Hav- 
ing Ten Dozen Arms. 

Fort Myers, Fla., March 11.—{Special. }— 
Col. R. T. Holloway of Lexington, Ky., who 
is spending the winter at Naples, some miles 
south of Fort Myers, had a thrilling ex- 
perience this afternoon. While fishing in 
Rookery Bay the bow of the boat was seized 
by a huge devilfish and towed swiftly sea- 
ward. Col. Holloway carried a heavy hunt- 
ing knife. He cut off the tentacle that held 
the boat, but the fish immediately grasped 
the boat with another and plunged through 
the waves at a furious pace. Col. Holloway 
Slashed off tentacle after tentacle only to 
see others thrust forward.

VENEZUELAN CASE MAY BE SETTLED. 


England Concedes Practically Every- 
thing the United States Asked For. 
Washington, D. C., March 11.—{Special.]— 

A settlement of the Venezuelan question has 
been reached. It will be annnounced at an 
early day, it is reported on good authority. 
Of this satisfactory conclusion of the con- 
troversy the President has had knowledge 
for two days past. Great Britain has acted 
with a magnanimity that will commend it 
to its severest critics.

Cities Is Now Assured. 


BILL. PAST LAST BARRIER. 


Ready for the Governor's Signa- 
tire, Which Is Promised. 
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ACTION TAKEN IN SENATE, 


Interesting Speeches by the Opponents 
of the Measure, 
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WHAT THE CITY WILL COMPRISE. 


—- —- 


New York, March 11.—[Special.}--The aec- 
tion of the Senate today in passing the 
Greater New York bill without amendment 
coupled with the knowledge that Gov. Mor- 
ton will sign the measure, practically in- 
sures the consolidation that has been looked 
for so long. 

The bill provides for a commission con- 
sisting of Andrew H. Green (Dem.), Mayor 
Strong of New York (Rep.), Mayor Wurster 
of Brooklyn (Rep.), Mayor Gleason of Longe 
Island (Dem.), State Engineer Adama (Rep.), - 
Attorney-General Hancock (Rep.), and nine 
other persons, residents of the territory 
enlarged, to be appointed by the Governor 
with the consent of the Senate. 

The commission will formulate a charter, 
which will be reported to the Legislature by 
Feb. 1, 1897. If the ceport is accepted the 
commission will go out of existence March 
1, 1897. In November, 1897, a Mayor of 
Greater New York will be elected, and Jan. 
1, 1808, Greater New York will begin legal 
life ‘under its new organization. It will be 
a single municipality conducted on just 
as succinct a plan of city government as the 
present city is today. 


Territory That Is Inciaded. 


The final designation of territory to be in- 
cluded is all of New York, all of Brooklyn, 
all of the suburbs of Brooklyn lying south- 
ward, including Gravesend, Coney Island,and 
Manhattan Beach, all of Long Island City, 
all of Hampstead. anda part of Westchester 
County. Roughly speaking, the annexed 
territory will include all the western end of 
Long Island from a point opposite Fire 
Island on Brighton Beach straight across 
to Long Island Sound. Added to this is 
Manhattan Island and that part of West- 
chester County lying south of a line drawn 
about twelve miles above the battery. The 
entire population of the single city to be 
created would be approximately 3,400,000. 

The first step toward bringing under one 
municipal government the Cities of New 
York and Brooklyn and various towns on 
Long Island and in Westchester County was 
taken in 1800, when a commission was cree 
ated by act of the New York Legislature to 
“‘inquire into the expediency of consolidat<- 
ing the City of New York and the various. 
municipalities and towns in New York State 
composing its suburbs.’’ This commission. 
presented a bill in the Legislature o 


submitting the question of acinar ® om) 


solidation to a vote of the people, but the 
bill failed to reach a vote before the Légis- 
lature adjourned. It Wwas reintroduced in 
1894 by Assemblyman Burtis of Brooklyn 
and passed both Houses by a large majority 
and received executive approval. 

The agitation attending the development 
of the Greater New York project has been 
long drawn out and varied. Violent oppos!- 
tion to the measure has been expressed at 
various times by the citizens of Brooklyn, 
but with no avail. 

Opposing Speeches in the Senate. 


In the Senate today the explanations of 
members when voting were interesting. 
When Senator Higgins’ name was called on 
the finul passage of the bill he rose for the 
purpose of explaining his vote. He said: 

**One year ago | voted for consolidation, 
but since that time my sentiments have 
changed entirely. The bill does nothing but 
create a great trust. 1 do not believe that 
the bill is in the interests of good govern- 
ment. What the pepole want is better 
cities, not greater cities, and without further 
explanation I will vote in the negative.” 

Senator. Malby in explaining his vote aaid: 

“I do not think the successful govern- 
ment of a city of 3,000,000 people can be ac- 
complished. I have tried by my vote to help 
the Brooklyn delegation secure proper and 
just terms, but that has been imposible, and 
as long as they are in favor of some kind of 
consolidation 1 will vote with the majority 
for this bill. While personally I do not think 
it is a good thing for the Republican party, 
nevertheless it is the decision of the ma- 
jority, and I will abide by it. You are cre- 
ating a normal Democratic plurality below 
the Harlem, and the Republican party will 
never again control any part of that mu- 
nicipality. I think the Republican party is 
committing the’greatest political blunder of 
the century; however, as I said before, I will 
vote with the majority.” 


BLIZZARD IS BLASTING THE FAST, 


New York Likely to Suffer as It Did 
Eight Vears Agro. 
New York, March*11.—Within one day of 
the eighth anniversary of the great bliz- 
gard a storm is prevailing here and along 
the Atlantic coast from New England south- 
ward which is a powerful reminder of that 
terrible incident in the history of New York.

As the saloon men have no further use for 
the can, which was formerly rushed, they 
decided to tie it to the transitory beerseller. 
The speakers said the way to do this was to 
make saloon licenses payable semi-annually 
instead of quarterly, as at present. This,

Des Moines, Ia., March 11.—{Special.]—The 
Republicans of Iowa, in one of the largest 
conventions ever held in the State, today se- 
lected twenty-six delegates to go to St. Louts, 
all to work for the nomination of Senator 
William B. Allison as the Republican candi- 
date for President. The members of the 
convention were enthusiastic in their in- 
dorsement of their candidate and earnest in 
their determination to do everything possi- 
ble to secure his nomination. 

If there were any delegates present who 
preferred McKinley or any other candidate 
to Allison they did not make their presence 
known by word or deed in the convention. 

The delegates put-in the morning hours 
caucusing and at 11 o’chock the convention 
was called to orderin the Tabernacie. The 
large edifice was packed as it never has 
been before. Every seat was taken and 
every available inch of standing room was 
utilized. 

Temporary Chairman Dolliver took charge 
of the meeting, which by this’ time 
had become a regular love feast, so enthu- 
siastic were the delegates. As the eloquent 
Congressman from the Tenth District 
stepped .to the front the cheers were deaf- 
ening. As soon as the enthusiasm subsided 
he began his address, which is given in full 
hereafter. From the outset the convention 
was with the speaker, and each telling point 
was heartily cheered. Every mention of the 
name of Allison set the delegates wild and 
the sarcasm of the speaker in his reference 


. to the failure of the present adminstration 


to realize the ‘“ difference between a dollar 
collected and a doliar borrowed ”’ was thor- 
oughly appreciated. 

The crowd at the afternoon session wasa 
repetition of that in the morning, and long 
before the doors were opened the street in 
front of the Tabernacle was a mass of peo- 
ple which surged into the building, almost 
knocking the ticket-takers off their feet 
when the doors were finally swung open. 

During the noon hour the Committee on 
Permanent Organization decided upon A. 
Bb. Cummins of Des Moines as permanent 
Chairman, and after temporary Chairman 
Dolliver had called the convention to order 
and the band had again played the *“* Allison 
March,” the Committee on Credentials re- 
ported that every county Was represented. 

In taking the gavel Chairman Cummins 
made a stirring speech, which was inter- 
rupted frequently and enthusiastically by 
applause. Mr. Cummins said he should 
make but a few remarks. It reminded him 
of one occasion when he, fresh from college, 
was called upon to address a gathering of 
old soldiers. He thought the whole world 
was within his grasp. When he arose to 
speak he said: ‘‘ Gentlemen, I was born too 
late to take part in the most sacred war ever 
waged for human freedom,” and there he 
stuck. He began again, but could get no 
further, and then an old grizzled veteran 
who sat back in one corner said in one of 
those whispers which could be 
mile: ‘‘ It’s a pity he was born at all.”’ 


Delegates-at-Large. 

When the applause subsided, John N. Bald- 
win offered a resolution that D. B. Hender- 
son, John H. Gear, J. 8. Clarkson, and W. 
P. Hepburn be nominated delegates at large 
to the National convention. The reading of 
this resolution was loudly cheered and it was 
adopted by acclamation without an opposing 
vote, and so the claim of the McKinleyites 
that an attempt would be madeto“* bustthe 
slate’’ was proved to be entirely without 
foundation. 

The Committee on Resolutions then re- 
ported and when Chairman Rich finished 
reading the resolutions Gov. Drake moved 
that they be adopted by a rising vote. Each 
delegate rose to his feet, and cheered, and 
in this enthusiastic manner the official an- 
nouncement of Allison’s candidacy was in- 
dorsed. The announcement of the district 
delegates and alternates came next. 

The following are the resolutions: 

“We, the representatives of the Repub- 
lican party of Iowa, voicing the unanimous 
will and enthusiasfic purpose of the Repub- 
licans of the State, herewith formally pre- 
Sent to the Republicans of. the Nation the 
Hon. William B, Allison, United States Sen- 
ator from Iowa, as a fitting candidate for 
the Republican nomination for President of 
the United States. The Republicans of lowa, 
in their fealty to Republican principles and 
with a profound sense of their obligation to 
the people of the Nation to do only what 
Seems best to bring back to. the prostrated 
interests of the Nation the health giving 
tonic of Republican policy, present Mr. Alli- 
son in a spirit far above any consideration 
of State pride. For many years there has 
been a universal feeling among the people 
of Iowa that Senator Allison is conspicuous- 
ly fitted for the position of President of the 
republic, and this sentiment has spread 
widely over the Nation; so that we present 
his name today in no sense of personal com- 
pliment to him, in no spirit of local pride, 
but in the profound conviction that we are 
fulfilling a duty to the party anda duty to 
the Nation.

TO BEGIN WORK AT 8ST. LOUIS TODAY. 


Preparing the Auditorium for the 
Convention in June. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 11.—Tomorrow work 
will be begun on the auditorium in which 
will be held the Republican National con- 
vention next June, a contract and bond with 
Contractor Richard FP. McClure of this city 
to build the structure for $53,000 having 
been signed this evening. In addition to 
this several thousand dollars will have to 
be spent on lighting and decorations, and 
the total cost, it is thought, -will reach 
$60,000. 

According to the plans and specifications 
the structure must be completed by June 1 
and removed again after Nov. 1. The hall 
will be the largest that has ever been spe- 
cially erected for a national convention and 
will comfortably seat 14,000 people. The 
Populist National convention will also be 
held in this hall in July. 

Minneapolis, Minn., March 11.—Ttmothy 
J. Byrnes, Sergeant-at-Arms of the National 
Kepublican convention, will go'to St. Louis 
next week to look over the building plans 
and get preliminary ideas as to the arrange- 
ment of his force of assistanw. He is 
flooded with applications from all over the 
country from men who want to be assist- 
ants, and keeps a stenographer busy answer- 
ing them. Mr. Byrnes says that the press 
arrangements at St. Louis Will be especially 
elaborate. In Minneapolis there were 260 
press seats, but there will be 500 at St. Louis, 
to say nothing of the special writers for 
weeklies and monthliies who will be ac- 
commodated in the general admissions. 


CANNON WILL SERVE IF CHOSEN. 


Congressman Says, However, He Is Not 
Seeking to Be Committeeman. 
Washington, D. C., March 11.—[{Special.]— 
Congressman Cannon was seen late tonight 
at his hotel and asked about the vacancy 
in the Republican National committee from 

Lllinois. 

‘“‘I am not a candidate for the position,”’ 
was his first reply. 

‘“‘Have you heard anything in regard to 
the use of your name in this connection?’’ 

‘* Absolutely nothing. This is the first in- 
timation that anybody had ever considered 


‘ge at all in the matter.’’ 


“If you were selected would you consent 
to serve”’’ 

“ That is a delicate matter, but as you are 
instructed to secure an answer, I will say 
that the position of member of the National 
committee is one of great importance to the 
fitepublicans, not only of Illinois, but of the 
country. No man ought to seek the position 
for himself. On the other hand, the place 
is one of such trust that no man should de- 
cline to serve if called upon’ by the general 
Republican sentiment of the State.”’ 


ST. JOHN JOINS THE PEOPLE'S PARTY 
Apostle of Prohibition to Ruan for Con- 
gress in HKHanesas. 

Topeka, Kas., March 11.—[Spectal.]—John 
P. St. John, the great apostle of prohibition, 
has become a candidate for the People’s party 
nomination for Congress in the Second Kan- 
sas District.

Columbus, O., March 11.—[Special.]—The 
friends of ex-Gov. McKinley foreclosed their 
political mortgage on Ohio today, and the 
backers of Senator-elect Foraker are out 
in the cold. The slate agreed upon last night 
at a conference of the anti-McKinley forces 
was smashed, thanks to George Cox, who 
unwittingly plumped two votes for Charles 
Kinn@éy, the McKinley candidate for Sec- 
retary of State, as a sort of a feeler, and it 
was just enough to elect him. 

A count of noses last night and this morn- 
ing convinced the Cox people that Mr. Kin- 
ney, whom they especially wished to defeat, 
would not have enough votes on the first 
ballot to nominate. They thereupon dallied 
with his pledged friends, and found many 
Who insisted upon carrying out their prom- 
ises for one ballot, but were willing to leave 
the candidate from Scioto County after that. 
A number of counties in which the Foraker 
interest is all-powerful had |. delegations 
pledged to Kinney. It was among these 
that the missionary work was done. 

A beautiful scheme was hatched to dupli- 
cate the play of last year’s convention, and 
when the delegates entered the hall where 
the convention was held the Foraker man- 
agers felt confident of Kinney’s _ defeat. 
There is little reason to doubt that if the 
nomination could have been postponed for 
a ballot Mr. Kinney’s pie would have been 
all mud, But mismanagement both before 
and during the convention on the part of the 
opposition gave him a narrow but decisive 
victory. 

Mr. Kinney himself was too ill to watch 
the proceedings, having been prostrated by 
the nervous strain of the preliminary cam- 
paign, but he had astute lieutenants on the 
floor of the convention. There were in the 
convention just 850 votes and 426 were re- 
quired for a nomination. On the one ballot 
taken Mr. Kinney received 427 votes, one 


more than enough. So sure were the For- 
aker men of success that on. this ballot 
George B. Cox divided up the vote of Ham-

Make It Pleasant for Cox. 


When the result of the ballot was an- 
nounced Senator Foraker sarcastically sent 
his congratulations to Cox on the latter’s 
having succeeded in nominating the man he 
was trying to defeat. 7 

Beyond the selection for Secretary of State 
the factional lines were not drawn, and but 
for the Cox episode Gen. Wikoff would have 
been landed a winner. There were hot con- 
tests for all of the places, but they were 
waged on other lines than those upon which 
the battle was fought for the head of the 
ticket. 

The platform was of McKinley’s own mak- 
ing so far as the planks on finance and tariff 
were concerned. Copies were sent here from 
Canton and delivered to friends of McKinley 
on the Committee on Resolutions and adopt- 
ed without a dissenting vote in committee. 

The Grand Opera-House, where the con- 
vention met at 10 o’clock, was as coldasa 
barn, and by the time the opening prayer 
was made there was a well-defined im- 
pression that the fellows who needed inter- 
cession most were those who were responsti- 
ble for a condition which might have been 
pleasant for Dr. Nansen, but did not suit 
harmonious Republicans. The delegates and 
visitors began to gather early, and when the 
opening hour came the seating capacity of 
the opera-house was tried. Many women, 
wives of delegates and prominent members 
of the party, occupied seats in the boxes, 
and party leaders who were not in delega- 
tions sat upon the stage. 

Foraker in the Place of Honor. 

On Chairman Foraker’s desk was a hand- 
some vase of flowers, and on either side of 
the presiding officer were potted plants. 
There was no applause until Senator For- 
aker appeared in the wings of the stage, 
making his way forward to the presiding 
officer’s desk. Then there was a hearty 
round of applause, which grew louder asthe 
Senator took his seat. Senator Foraker 
called the convention to order, and pre- 
sented the Rev. Brooks Lawrence of this 
city, who invoked the divine blessing upon 
the work of the delegates assembled. With- 
out undue formality or unnecessary delay 
the Chairman called for the report of the 
Committee on Credentials. The Hon. 8. M. 
Taylor of Champaign County, Chairman of 
the committee, made the report which 
said there was no contest for 
seats in the convention except from 
Muskingem Countya Then, like the man 
who stole a bag of wheat and said “I'll 
just steal it this time, but will promise hot 
to do it again,’’ recommended that the dele- 
gation selected by the County Central com- 
mittee be seated as the regular authorized 
delegation, and followed it up immediately 
with a resolution declaring against such 
an action and in favor of all delegations 
being selected either at primaries or by con- 
vention called by the County Central com- 
mittee. The report was adopted with 
laughs and cheers, and the convention con- 
firmed the paradox. 

It took but a minute to dispose of this re- 
port, and the report of the Committee on 
Permanent Organization was called for. J. 
Park Alexander of Akron responded as 
Chairman of the committee, recommending 
that the témporary organization be made 
permanent, and such a motion put by Mr. 
Ickes was adopted. The report was enthu- 
siastically adopted. The first contest of the 
day was sprung when the convention 
reached the adoption of the _ report 
of the Committee on Rules, which 
was submitted by oO. B. Brown of 
Dayton, Chairman. ‘‘ Skullduggery’’ was 
charged in. the arrangement of the order of 
nominations, but after a lively debate the 
report of the committee was indorsed. The 
report of the Committee on Resolutions was 
then presented by R. W. Tayler of Colum- 
biana County: 

Cuba Is Not Mentioned. 

The neglect of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions to say a single word for struggling 
Cuba passed unnoticed in the convention 
hall, but was the subject of no little comment 
after adjournment. It is especially notice- 
able because of the leading part Senator 
Sherman has taken tin the discussion in the 
belligerency resolutions in Congress. The 
OChio Congressional delegation also has been 
earnest in urging the recognition of the in- 
surgents, and it naturally would have been 
expected that the State convention would 
take a positive stand upon a matter of so 
vital importance. Instead of that the reso- 
lutions say nothing at all about the Cuban 
war, ignoring it as completely as if it were 
not now occupying the attention of the 
whole civilized world. No explanation is 
offered for this neglect. 

Text of the Piatform. 

The platform is as follows: 

“The Republicans of Ohio congratulate 
the people of the country upon the growth 
of Republican sentiment, as evidenced by the 
signal victories of the.last three years, which 
assure a glorious national triumph in the 
coming eiection. 

‘* We denounce the Democratic administra- 
tion as the most destructive and disastrous 
the history of eur country has ever known.

It is everywhere recognized and in- 
dorsed as the great, masterful, triumphant 
American principle—a key to our prosperity 
in business, the safest prop to the Treas- 
ury of the United States, and the bulwark 
of our national independence and financial 
honor. 

** We denounce the present tariff law as the 
sublimated product of Democratic ignorance 
aud incompetency, bringing, as it has, toa 
prosperous and happy people a period of un- 
precedented adversity and distress from 
which nothing but a return to the policy of 
protection can relieve it. 

** We denounce the free-woo!l provision of 
the present tariff law as an unjust discrim- 
ination against an important industry and 
against a large part of our people, and de- 
mand such protection for sheep husbandry 
as will secure fair prices for American wool. 


Party Stands for Reciprocity. 


“The Republican party stands for a recl- 
procity that reeiprocates and which does not 
yield up to another country @ single day's 
labor that belongs to the American working- 
man. It stands for international agreements 
which get as much as they give, upon terms 
of mutual advantage. 

‘“‘It stands for a foreign policy dictated by 
and imbued with a spirit that is genuinely 
American; for a policy that will revive the 
national traditions and restore the national 
spirit which carried us proudly through the 
earlier years of the century.

‘*‘ We denounce the present administration 
of the Pension Bureau for its betrayal of the 
interests of the Union soldiers and we pledge 
anew to the veterans of the republic a watch- 
ful care and recognition of their just claims 
upon a grateful people.

Distracted between the desire of hearing 
‘some news of her and fear lest the only news 
he could hear might be a report of the find- 
ing of her body, the missing woman's hus- 
band, Attorney Samuel Penepacker of No. 


MRS. EMMA PENEPACKER. 


600 Tacoma Building, has passed two nights 
and a day of sleepless anxiety, unrelieved by 
any intimation of her fate. 

In a long and rambling letter she left for 
her husband Mrs. Penepacker expressed the 
intention of getting work as a domestic in 
order to relieve him of the burden of caring 
for her, and also intimated she might com- 
Breathing affection in nearly 
every sentence Mr. Penepacker could not 
read the pages with dry eyes, but he read and 
reread them in the hope of finding something 
which would give a more definite clew to his 
wife's plans. | 

Work as a Domestic. 

' “She has been writing this letter since 
March 3,"’ said Mr. Penepacker, *‘ and may 
have been planning to leave home before 
that, for she speaks of going to work ata 
place where she secured employment four 
weeks ago. She may have just imagined 
that, however. The letter shows she was in 
@ condition of great excitement, almost hys- 
terical. Words and senténces on every pago 
are underscored, some of them three or four 
times. 
she had no place to go, and may have wai- 
Gered about the prairies until she was over- 
come by the cold and perished. She told no 
one else of her plans, and although she must 
have left the house early in the afternoon on 
Tuesday none of the neighbors saw her go. 

**In the letter she says her first intention 
was to go to Omaha and buildacottage ona 
She 
could not have left the city, for she did not 
take any money with her. She had been 
sick over two years, and her great fear 
seemed to be that she was a burden on me. 
On that account she wore her old clothes 
and walked away as she says, not eyen tak- 
ing money for car fare.’’ 

Her Peculiar Letter. 

Mr. Penepacker read some extracts from 
his wife's letter to throw light on the con- 
dition of her mind, and possibly in that way 
to aid in identifying her if she should be 
found. After referring to her long illness, 


Mrs. Penepacker wrote: 
** But despair is so in my heart that I can- 
mot much longer keep up. Not asoul knows 


where I am. I will only take a few old 


clothes,.under my wrap, wear my old hat, 
the first you ever bought me, and walk away 
unnoticed. Do not make public my sad heart 
and fate, for my aged parents’ sake. Spare 
them. ©, do, and for your own sake. I will 
go to strangers never heard of until I came to 
‘their door four weeks ago fora place. I 
will go there this evening. The attic-room 
I will not murmur at. I wil! work and try 


' to pay a bill sent to me, but I do not owe 


it. It is unjust. You sha!! not pay it, either.”’ 

“Now that,”’ said the husband, inter- 
rupting his reading, ‘‘is certainly a de- 
jusion.’’ The letter continued: 

“If the struggle to work is too great and 
I fail to have strength to work I'll on my 
knees ask Jesus to hear my-supplication 
and cry to have mercy upon me. Into his 
hands I commit my spirit. O, redeem me, 
Gear Jesus, and take me as I am. . 


“Must Die Unknown.” 


“TI must die unknown. Not a living soul 
knows where I am, and when in time it be- 
comes known I have gone away I! will be only 
spoken of as unkind, ungrateful, crazy, and 
Bubject to fits.’’ 

“No one ever sald anything of that kind 
@gainst her,’’ declared Mr. Penepacker 
Warmly, indignant at his wife’s self-abase- 
snent. The letter ‘continued: 

“It can’t wound my heart any more, as I 
will then be beyond all injury, and it will 
Save and spare you. I do not want tobea 
drawback to your joy or business. It grieves 
me so to be thus unable to do more for your 
comfort.’’ 

The writer returned again and again to 
this idea that she was a drawback to her 
husband's happiness and welfare and asifin 
atonement for it she told him to sell her 
clothes and keep the money. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Penepacker re- 
ceived a call from P. H. Wintersteen, No. 

Wilcox avenue, who saw a woman, 
poorly dressed and evidentiy much _ dis- 
tressed in mind, ride on a Madison street

@venue. She had no money and pleaded with 
the conductor tocarry herfree. Afterwards 
Mr. Wintersteen read the account of Mrs. 
Penepacker’s disappearance in THE TRIBUNE 
and was convinced she was the woman he 
Baw on the train.

LEAD TO TROUBLE. 


Action of Preachers in Youngstown, 
O., in Refasing to Eat the Castilian 
Tear-Producer Has Far-Reaching 
Possibilities if the Idea Is Carried 
to the Extreme—Italian Spaghetti, 
Olives, and, Other Products of For- 
eign Soils Endangered. | 


Shall the Spanish onion be relegated to the 
bottom shelf of the pantry or hung in effigy? 
Chicago restaurant proprietors were asking 
themselves this question yesterday after 
reading the report of a ministers’ banquet at 
Youngstown, O., on Tuesday night, where 
the patriotic guests refused to eat the onions 
set before them because they were Spanish 
onions. : 

The preachers passed resolutions declar- 
ing no one in sympathy with the gallant 
struggle Cuba is making for liberty could 
consistently, persistently, and knowingly 
partake of the Spanish onion. 

It was a strong stand for the Youngstown 
preachers to take, and its general effect on 
patriotic Americans is likely to be far 
reaching. Not only will the lovers of Cuba 
shed tears when the Spanish onion is cut in 
their presence and refuse to partake of it, 
but the Chicago restaurant men fear even 
more complications. 

English Muffins in Danger. 

.The people who sympathize with Venez- 
uela in its little difficulties with England are 
likely to haughtily spurn English muffins, 
while those who are horrified at the Armen- 
fan atrocities will refuse to enter a restaur- 
ant where turkey is sold. The citizens who 
do not side with Kaiser Wilhelm in the 
Transvaal matter will pass up the German 
pancake, and the citizen who re 
joices in the victories of King Menelek will 
turn dwn the festive Italian spaghetti. | 

If the threatened crash comes between the 
European powers the bill of fare in Ameri- 
can restaurants will be smashed to smith- 
ereens.

States Senate has about died away in Ha- 
vana, a good word may properly be said for 
the order and outward form of friendliness 
toward Americans which have prevailed dur- 
ing the last fortnight. 

It is greatly to the credit of this naturally 
inflammable population that such complete 
self-control was maintained. It should be 
remembered that great distress exists. Bus- 
iness is nearly at a standstill and trade is 
languishing, and the Spaniards sincerely be- 
lieve that were it not for the support of the 
people of the United States~the rebellion 
would amount to but little. With ruin star- 
ing people of all classes in the face, witha 
great number of workers out of employment, 
it might be thought not strange that dia- 
tribes against Spain and its officials should 
arouse great excitement. 

Nearly every foreign resident here appre- 
hended an outbreak against Americans and 
most of them believed that wanships were 
necessary in the harbor to protect them. 
But, as has been stated from the first, no 
such protection was required. The presence 
of United States war vessels would simply 
irritate and really do more harm than g& wod.s 

The restraining influence of the iron-head- 
ed little man at the palace, Gen. Weyler, 
was alone enough to restrain the most tur- 
bulent individual. The prod of a bayonet is 
an excellent thing to maintain order. There 

been no occasion to apply so severe a 
remedy, but had the occasion required lib- 
eral doses would have been administered. 

The United States Government is fortunate 
in having so experienced a representative 
as Consul-General Williams here. He has 
been abused by the jingoes, who would have 
had him go to the palace and wave the 
American flag and proclaim war. He has 
been urged to send for men-of-war. But, 
with the courage of complete information, 
he has resisted all pressure, never at any 
time, however, relaxing vigilance to afford 
legal assistance to his countrymen, as well 
as to the horde of other foreigners who live 
here permanently, but who have by hook 
or by crook obtained naturalization papers.

COPY THE SOUTH TOWN ROLLS. 


Civic Federation Committeemen Begin 
the Investigation. 

The Special committee of the Civic Federa- 
tion, appointed to investigate the alleged 
frauds in the South Town Collector's office, 
began work yesterday by making copies 
of the pay-rolls preparatory to making in- 


quiry concerning every man who was paid | 


as a Deputy Collector. 

W. C. Boyden and C,. Witowsky went to 
the South Town offices early in the day and 
made a formal demand for the records. 
Clerk Wright and Supervisor Sherlock free- 
ly offered the accounts in their keeping, and 
a stenographer was sent for. 

The work of making copies of the records 
had begun when Attorney George A. Gibbs 
appeared and offered technical objections, 
based, as he said, on the right to suppress 
such parts of the office accounts es might 
he considered of a “‘ private ’’ nature. 

He objected to furnishing the residence 
addresses of the deputies and denied the ex- 
istence of any data by which the men could 
be readily traced. He also objected to show- 
ing the individual bonds of the deputies on 
the ground the bondsmen.might object. This 
and similar questions led to a discussion 
lasting two hours. 

Mr. Gibbs said certain things should be 
suppressed ‘‘ as a matter of policy, not poli- 
tics.’’ 

Mr. Boyden said the object of the visit was 
to secure all information in the office which 
would aid an honest, impartial investigation 
without political bias of any kind. He said 
a copy of all the names on the pay-roll would 
be of little use without the residence address 
of every man in order to establish his identi- 
Ly. 
means of knowing where any of the men 
lived. 
said so.

This done, the work of the stenographer 
was allowed to proceed. 

As the matter now stands, the Civic Fed- 
eration Is in possession of copies of the pay- 
rolis, parts of which have been printed in 
It has no other data on 
which to base an investigation. The com- 
mittee is bound not to ask any more ques- 
tions within ten days. It has not secured 
copies of the affidavits, which is the only 
tangible evidence to support the charge of 
perjury, and its hands are tied In this re- 
spect. . 

The committee is in honor bound to give 
nothing to the newspapers without first sub- 
mitting it to the press censorship of the 
South Town officials. 

The only course left open is to canvass the 
six wards included in the South Town for 
evidence against the accused men. The 
South Town officials have succeeded in 
placing obstacles in the way of the investiga- 
tion. rather than in aiding it. The most im- 
portant records are still safe in the keeping 
of the South Town officials. The Civic Fed- 
eration will proceed with its work, but it is 
feared little will be accomplished.

HARPIES ON THE RACK. 


GREAT PUBLIC INTEREST IN THE LE- 
BAUDY CASE IN PARIS. 


Armand Rosenthal, Alias “ Jacques St. 
Cere,” Is Placed on the Stand and 
Listens to a Recital of a List of His 
Debts—While in a Hospital It Is 
Charged Lebaudy Was Compelied 
to Give Up 40,000 Francs for a Fa- 
vorable Article in Vie Parisienne. 

[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Paris, March 11.—{Copyrighted, 1896, New 
York Journal.]—The third day’s proceedings 
against the seven journalists charged with 
blackmailing young Lebaudy found public 
interest unabated today. Chiarisolo, the 
Corsican, was again much tothe front. This 
journalist, who made such a pathetic appeal 
to the court yesterday, is considered to have 
a good chance of coming safely out of dan- 
ger. His defense is that, being poor and in 
debt, he had a perfect right to earn £400'by 
exerting himself to stop the press cam- 
paign organized against Lebaudy by Sever- 
ine and La Bruyere. He did nothing else 
but this, and maintains his motives were 
purposely misunderstood by those who de- 
scribed his honest, straightforward nego- 
tiations as blackmalling, pure and simple. 

The much-maligned Corsican had to swal- 
low a bitter draft today when the presiding 


Magistrate read a letter from M. Ephrussi, | 


dated from London. In this document the 
philanthropic banker stated he had lent 
Chiarisolo £400 and required no receipt. 


was refused. Here Chiarisolo explained 
every effort was made to discredit him, but, 
acting on a hint from his counsel, he did not 
insist on wanting to learn the name of the 
person who was so well posted abottt his 
debts. 


Sum Said to Have Been Demanded. 

The court next heard M. Delatour Du Mou- 
lin, a friend of Lebaudy. This witness said 
he was introduced to Chiarisolo, who men- 
tioned 30,000,000 francs as the amount neces- 
Sary to buy over De Bruyere. M. Lescar- 
det, another witness, said the Corsican asked 
him for 10,000 francs for taking up the 
matter. 


Chiarisolo angrily exclaimed the witnesses 
were uttering untruths, and wound up by 
giving them a bit of his mind about racing 
men, followed by a whole series of contra- 
dictions, out of which the court and counsel 
could make but little. A shorthand writer, 
who secretly strengthened the conversation 
between De Cesti and Chiarisolo, was put 
forward and fell at once under the ban of the 
terrible Corsican. Who could expect such a 
man, asked the prisoner, to establish any- 
thing. 

M. Xau, next called, said it was he who 
furnished the shorthand writer, who now was 
working for what special work he could ect.

Here the prisoner 
was told to be calm, and a letter from one 
of his female friends was read, much to his 
annoyance. In this epistle questions were 
asked about the Lebaudy affair, and the 
prisoner again became excited. He said the 
sentimental side of his life was being pried 
into, his career had been blasted, and he was 
a broken and ruined man. At any rate he 
said, none of his enemies, none of the priers 
could find him guilty of being a spy in the 
pay of a foreign government. |

the prisoner's examination. The court then 
adjourned until tomorrow.

NEW ALLIANCE OF THREE EMPERORS 


Possible Outcome of the Visit of an 
Austrian Minister to Berlin. 

Berlin, March 11.—A great deal of interest 
is manifested throughout Europe in the visit 
to this capital of the Austrian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Count Goluchowski, who 
was entertained by the Emperor yesterday 
evenirg. The statements made as to the 
significance of the interviews which the Aus- 
trian statesman. will have with his Majesty 
and Prince Hohenlohe previous to leaving 
Berlin are wholly speculative. It is claimed 
in the best-informed circles that the Count’s 
visit was arranged prior to the Italian re- 
verse in Abyssinia, which, it has been 
claimed was likely to lead to a rearrange- 
ment of the dreibund. Therefore distinct 
new departures are not expected at present, 
although there is no doubt the Count and 
Prince Hohenlohe will discuss the Italian 
situation as well as Russia’s relations to 


-Germany and Austria. Therefore some peo- 


ple incline to the belief that events are shap- 
ing themselves in the direction of an event- 
ual three Emperor's alliance similar to that 
of 1884. 


NEW YORKERS ARRESTED IN LONDON 


They Are Accused of Larceny in Canada 
When Arraigned. 

London, March 11.—Joseph and Emma 
Rhinestrom, who say they live in New York 
City, were remanded at Bow Street Police 
court today. They were arrested on an ex- 
tradition warrant charging them with lar- 
ceny in Canada. The prisoners deny ever 
having been in Canada. 

The Rhinestroms were arrested at the 
First Avenue Hotel last evening. Mrs. 
Rhinestrom, at her request, was permitted 
to go to her room before being taken to the 
station-house. She was followed by an offi- 
cer, who found her in the act of burning a 
bundle of papers. The documents, however, 
were not connected with the charge. 

Both prisoners deny they are the persons 
referred to in the warrant and claim they 
were in London in connection with Mr. 
Rhinestrom's business. They -were both re- 
leased on bail later in the day. 

A cable dispatch received here by the police 
authorities from Montreal gives the names 
exactly of the two prisoners and describes 
their party, except that Mr. and Mrs. Rhine- 
strom’s daughter is described as the elder of 
their two children, whereas their daughter is 
the youngest. 

Mr. C. W. Ellsworth, who was a passenger 
on board the Campania, bailed Mrs. Rhine- 
strom, and Mr. Ellsworth has taken her and 
her children to his house. 

Mr. Elisworth says it is a curious coincli- 
dence that there was a family named Rhein- 
heimer on board the steamer, of the same de- 
scription, only that the Rheinheirmmers’ 
daughter was the eider of their two children. 
Nothing appears to be known here of the de- 
tails of the charge made against Mr. and 
Mrs. Rhinestrom. v 

Well Known in Montreal. 

Montreal, March 11.—(Special.]—Joseph 
Rheinstrom and his wife, Emma, have 
quite a history in Montreal and are said to 
have left behind them many debts. Ruetin- 
strom came to Montreul about a year ago, 
He appeared to be accomplished, spoke 
several languages fluently, knew something 
about music and art, used the name of an 
able French family and got along nicely. 
Besides, he let it be Known that he was very 
wealthy. He entered into partnership with 
a Montreal firm whose specialty was the 
manufacture of blueing material. The only 
trouble was that the capital he promised to 


| put into the business was not forthcoming. 


His remittances from France did not arrive, 
and there was a continuous output of paper. 

A lot of this paper fell due on March 1, but 
in the meantime Rheinstrom and his wife 
and children had disappeared. They were 
traced to New York. It was ascertained 
that some days before leaving he visited the 
Cunard agents here aznd tried to get tickets 
the Campania. After he left his case 


he in turn communicated with the Pinker- 
tons, his New York agents. 
Name of Chicagoan Mentioned. 

Detective Carpenter hastened to New York 
and from there cabled to the Queenstown 
authorities to arrest Rheinstrom. Subse- 
quently he learned that the ticket for the 
Campania had been purchased by a wealthy 
liquor dealer of Chicago named Rheinstron. 
Thereupon he countermanded the order to 
arrest. Later, however, a cablegram was 
sent from here to Queenstown for his arrest. 

New York, March 11.—[{Spectal.]—Leon 
Kheinstrom, a brother of. Joseph Rhein- 
strom, said when seen at his home, No. 125 
West Ninety-third street, last evening that 
he was sure the arrest was a mistake. He 
said Mr. and Mrs. Rheinstrom left this city 
last Saturday week on the steamer Cam- 
pania of the Cunard line, and he was positive 
neither of them had ever been in Montreal 
or in any other place in Canada. 

LI HUNG CHANG’S VISIT TO RUSSIA. 
Mission Is Thought to Conceal Some 
Deep Laid Scheme. 

Victoria, B. C., March il.—It ts generally 
believed in Japan that China\has some deep 
scheme in sending Li Hung Chang to Rus- 
sia. A telegram from Peking of Feb. 18 
stated that in official circles of Peking it is 
believed that the Empress dowager is op 
posed to sending the aged statesman to Rus- 
sia because of his physical condition. An- 
other dispatch from Peking has it that the 
Emperor nominated for the mission Shao 
Yu Lin, who refused to go on the ground 
that it was advisable to send a man of high 
rank in whom the Emperor reposes the ut- 
most confidence to thank Russia for her 
favor of last year. Li is considered the 
most suitable man for the mission. Gen. 
Prince Fusbimi, who is to represent Japan 
at the coronation of the Czar, was to have 
left on March 8, accompanied by a large ret- 
inue, and will visit all the European cities, 
purchasing in Paris a wardrobe to be used 

at the coronation ceremonies. 


TRIAL OF TRANSVAAL PRISONERS. 


Members of the Reform Committee 
Answer to Charges at Pretoria. 

Pretoria, March 11.—The trial of the mem- 
bers of the Keform committee of Johannes- 
burg, charged with conspiring against the 
government of the South African Republic, 
was resumed today. 

Manager Standard of the Diggers’ News 
testified that John Hays Hammond and John 
Larr, two of the prisoners, came to the office 
of that paper and urged that the editor be 
discharged on the ground that he had writ- 
ten articles tending to incite the populace to 
rebellion. 

William Carlin deposed that he was the 
officer in charge of the Washington corps 
and that his chief duty had been to await 


developments. The men in this corps were 
been formed he went to the Reform com- 
mitteeat the gold fields office and there made 
arrangements to conduct the corps.

NICARAGUA REBELS ARE ROUTED. 


Signal Success of the Government 
Forces Near Matagalpa. 

Managua, Nicaragua, March 11, via Gal- 
veston, Tex.—[Copyright, 1896, by the As- 
sociated Press.|}—News has been, received 
here of another signal success for the arms 
of the government against the Leon rebels 
at Metapa, a village near Matagalpa, which 
contains a large American settlement and is 
Only about twenty miles from the frontier 
of Honduras and in the Department of Set- 
entrienel. 

The government forces have been working 
northward towards the Honduras frontier 
in order to form a junction with the troops 
which the Republic of Honduras has offered 
to President Zelaya to assist in putting down 
the revolt. The rebel forces made an in- 
effectual attempt to hinder this junction, 
and a battle resulted, in which the rebel 
forces were routed, losing fifty killed. 

A skirmish is also reported to have taken 
place at Nagarote, near the western shore of 
Lake Managua, and the scene of the recent 
terrible slaughter of the insurgent forces. 
In the skirmish small loss resulted to either 
— but the rebels were driven back toward 
,eon. 

News has been received here that reports 
have been sent out to the effect that Guate- 
mala has sent troops on a German vessel 
to aid the Leon rebels. The report is wholly 
false. 


DECLARES HE I18 A HUGUENOT. 


Bayard Finds a New Tie to Bind the 
United States to England. 

London, March 11.—The United States Am- 
bassador, Mr. Bayard, was a guest at the 
dinner of the Huguenot Soci-ty at the Hotel 
Windsor in London tonight. In responding 
to a toast to his health, Mr. Bayard claimed 
for himself Huguenot descent. He observed 
that if there had been any other body of men 
than the Huguenots who, while maintaining 
their rights of conscience, were tolerant of 
other rights, they were unknown to him. 
This occasion, he continued, revealed a new 
tie between England and the United States 
at a time when every such tie should be 
recognized and strengthened. 


PLOT TO KILL HIPPOLYTE CRUSHED. 


Hayti Escapes the Assassination of Its 
Chief Executive. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Kingston, Jamdica, March 11.—[{Copyright- 
ed, 1806, by the Press Publishing Company, 
New York World.]—A movement in Hayti, 
having for its purpose the assassination of 
President Hippolyte, has been checked in its 
incipiency. 

The Jamaica Government promises to sur- 
render Managit, the Haytian revolutionist, 
who is in refuge here, if it is proved he was 
implicated in the conspiracy. 

Francisco Campos, a native of Madrid, has 
been arrested here ona charge of attempting 
to poison his Cuban wife and carry their 
offspring to Cuba. The Cuba colony here 
would have lynched him but for the pro- 
tection of the police. 

A dispatch from Nicaragua says that the 
rebels there are detaining the merchandise 
of foreigners. The United States warship 
Alert is at Corinto-to protect American in- 
terests. 

A dispatch from Guyaquil, Ecuador, says 
that Sefio: Arzuba, who fired on some reg- 
ular soldiers for seizing arms secreted on 
his property, has been placed in solitary 
confinement. 


ARCHBISHOP KENRICK LAID TO REST. 


imposing Ceremonies After 125,000 
People View the Remains. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 11.—With the im- 
posing ceremonies befitting his rank as a 
prince in the Roman Catholic Church,Arch- 
bishop Richard Kenrick was today laid to 
rest in the priests’ lot in Calvary Cemetery. 
Sincé the remains have been lying in state 
during the last two and a half days at least 
125,000 people have. passed through the 
cathedral to view them. An immense crowd 
of people besieged the cathedral’s doors at 
an early hour today eager to gain admit- 
tance. 

In front of the chancel the remains of the 
aged prelate, robed in full canonicals, re- 
posed in a simple black casket resting on 
a catafalque. A silver plate on the casket 
bore the following inscription in Latin: 

“The most illustrious and reverend Peter 
Richard Kenrick, who, ‘having been born 
Aug. 17, 1806, ordained priest March 6, 1832, 
consecrated Bishop Nov. 30, 1841, and Arch- 
bishop also of St. Louis in 1847, died March 
4, 1896. May he rest in peace.”’ 

Cardinal Gibbons occupied a throne at the 
right of the altar, and Archbishop Kain, the 
celebrant, occupied a throne to the left. 
Promptly at 9 o'clock the services, which 
were the grandest and most imposing ever 
seen in St. Louis, began. 

One Cardinal, eight Archbishops, more 
than twenty Bishops, and fully 400 priests, as- 
sisted by a choir of students from the Ken- 
rick Seminary, conducted the services, which 
consisted of pontifical requiem mass and the 
office for the dead. Archbishop Kain acted 
as celebrant. Following this, Archbishop 
Ryan delivered an eloquent oration. 

Absolution was performed by Cardinal 
Gibbons and four Archbishops. This con- 
cluded the services, and the remains were 
taken to Calvary Cemetery.

EDITORS TALK OF THEIR BUSINESS. 


Illinois Press Association Has a Busy 
Day and Night. 

The number of editors in attendance upon 
the Illinois Press Association convention at 
the Lexington Hotel yesterday was greatly 
increased over thatof Tuesday. Owen Scott 
of the Free Mason, Bloomington, told them 
about “‘ The Newspaper; What It Is Not and 
What It Is.”’ 

“The editor,”’ he said, “-should not be the 
journalistic cuspidor artist for the political 
bosses. The paper should not be the medium 
for spite and malice, for it deceived no one 
and prejudiced many against the paper 
which indulged in it.” 

On the subject, “Is a Long or a Short 
Political Campaign of Most Benefit to News- 
papers?’ George W. Cyrus of the Camp 
Point Journal spoke for the short campaign. 
He held that the disturbance of business 
by the campaign was keenly felt by trades- 
men and therefore the publisher, and more 
especially if his paper was not a party organ 
and missed the political “fat.” A.C. Bent- 
ly of the Pittsfield Times held that the long 
campaign brought in more job printing from 
candidates. 

On the subject of the “‘ Best Motive Power 
for a Country Printing Office ’’ papers were 
read by the Secretary from Herbert A. 
David, Carlinville Democrat, and C. N. 

Valls, Taylorville Democrat. Mr. David said 
the best power depended entirely on the lo- 
cation and work of the press, and Mr. Wallis 
gave an account of his troubles with the va- 
rious kinds of powers—grasshopper, dog, 
and donkey, water motors, steam engines, 
electric motor, and gasoline engine, and 
after having his place wrecked and several 
employés injured he decided that the gaso- 
line engine was best of all.

His story of the affair is as follows: ** My 
car was going west on Eighth street, and at 
the corner of Adeline met car No. 10 going 
east. At the same time the children were 
coming up Adeline from towards Seventh 
street, and they passed behind car No. 10 
and immediately in frontof me. The chil- 
dren came running behind the car unknown 
to me and fell right under my car before I 
was even aware of their presence.”

IMPROVEMENT 
MEETING. 

The meeting called at the Great North- 
ern Hotel tomorrow afternoon to further 
the improvement of Chicago River by the 
Genera] Government will have great influ- 
ence upon the history of the city’s com- 
merce. It is worth the while of those who 
are. vitally interested in the improvement 
of Chicago River to meet the increasing re- 
quirements of lake navigation to attend. 
If this. city shows that it is in earnest in 
asking that Congress should give it proper 
harbor facilities half of the battle now at 
hand in the House Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors will have been won. If,on the 
other hand, the attendance at the meeting 
indicates that but a small fraction of the 
city’s commercial and manufacturing in- 


RIVER ASSOCIATION 


' terests desire the improvement of the river 


then the work of securing adequate appro- 
priations will be uphill. The River Im- 
provement Association, believing that the 
sentiment of the city is for the improve- 
ment of the river at present to a depth of 
sixteen feet by dredging and ultimately to 
twenty feet to meet the requirements of the 
great twenty-foot channel now under con- 
struction between the upper lakes by the 
General Government, has called this meet- 
ing, staking upon its results largely the re- 
sults of its labors for several months. If 
the attendance is small and the interest 
manifested in the question of river improve- 
ment is limited there will be little use for 
further work in the cause, for Congress at 
its present session, bent upon economy in 
all directions, will not grant any appropria- 
tions where the communities affected are 
lukewarm. 

If the vast railroad, commercial, and 
financial interests which are said to be so 
vitally interested in the maintenance of 
Chicago River as a harbor are really so 
they will be at Friday’s meeting. If, how- 
ever, they have no such interest in the 
inaintenance of the river the meeting will 
be @ fiasco, and the agitation might as well 
stop where itis. The indifference of these 
varied interests is said to be the chief cause 
for Maj. Marshall's unfavorable report on 
Chicago River. He has come to the con- 
‘clusion that there is no strong public de- 
mand for the maintenance of a harbor on 
the old site which will accommodate mod- 
ern lake traffic. The attendance at the 
meeting on Friday will indicate whether the 
government engineer or the River Improve- 
ment Association is at fault in their claims 
regarding the importance of the old harhor 
to the City of Chicago and the Northwest. 


GEN. TORRENCE AND HIS DOG. 

Gen. Torrence is not exhibiting the traits 
of the sportsman, or the sublime patience of 
the owner of dogs, or the calm indifference 
of those who do not own dogs. - Dogs are in- 
teresting creatures sometimes and some- 
times not. Dogs are valuable creatures 
sometimes and sometimes not. Dogs are 
handsome creatures sometimes and some- 
times not. Assuming that Gen. Torrence’s 
Great Dane * Maj. McKinley ” is as inter- 
esting, valuable, and handsome as he is big, 
and in all ways the peer of any of the other 
creatures who are more or less miserable 
in the restricted quarters assigned them by 
the Mascoutah Kennel club, what has Gen. 
Torrence gained by his testiness? His 
Great Dane cannot sport the coveted blue 
ribbon. He has had to withdraw the pro- 
test he filed against the decision. He has 
not only to submit to the mortification of 
seeing a creature with the astonishing 
name of Osceola Neverzell wearing the blue 
ribbon, but he has been called a liar by the 
choleric judge who made the award. Now, 
what has Gen. Torrence gained by getting 
mad? He says he will never exhibit Maj. 
McKinley again. What will he gain by 
this? Undoubtedly Chicago ‘will brace up 
and bear the calamity of the Major’s ab- 
sence with dignity and ‘a certain degree of 
resignation. The General cannot have 
everything in this world, nor can he always 
expect the blue ribbon for what he does 
have. Poignant as his disappointment may 
have been, he should have preserved his 
equanimity and not got mad. He should 
have remembered the little poem impressed 
upon him in his youth, in which he was 
counseled to “let dogs delight to bark and 
bite, for "tis their nature to.” The mistake 
made by the General was in assuming that 
the decision was made against him when it 
was really made against Maj. McKinley, 
or rather was made in favor of Osceola 
Neverzell, The country is having trouble 
enough with foreign powers just at present 
without having this Maj. McKinley-Osce- 
ola Neverzell imbroglio made an issue as 
between New York and Chicago. The Gen- 
eral must quiet down, and probably this is 
what Maj. McKinley would advise him to 
do if he could communicate his opinions on 
the value of blue ribbons. 


VIOLATING THE CONSTITUTION. 

The Constitution makes it the duty of 
Congress * to pay the debts and provide for 
the common defense and general welfare 
of the United States.”” Thatit may always 
have the means to do these things it is em- 
powered “to lay and collect taxes, duties, 
imposts, and excises.” 

A deliberate failure to lay taxes which 
will furnish sufficient revenue to pay the 
debts and!provide for the common defense 
of the United States is a violation of the 
Constitution. Congress is guilty of such a 
violation now, and the President is aiding 
and abetting it therein. 

The revenues of the government are not 
large enough to meet current expenses, let 
alone the payment of any part of the na- 
tional debt. To that debt the President is 
steadily and deliberately adding, and the 
Democrats in Congress look on unconcern- 
edly. 

If the latter are opposed to the tariff bill 
because, while giving additional revenue 
which would keep the national debt from 
growing, it would give also some small ad- 
ditional incidental prote¢tion, thus aiding 
Amtrican industries and American labor, 
why do they not introduce a bill to increase 
the beer tax a dollara barrel? Even then 
the rate of taxation would be lower than 
that on sugar, which is a necessity of life. 
But the Democrats do nothing. They act 
as if they were proud of the growth of the 
debt. 

Furthermore, neither Congress nor the 
President is doing anything to provide for 
the common defense of the United States, 
which is another constitutional duty. They 


are making no provision for the protection | 


of a solitary port on the Atlantic, the gulf, 
the lakes, or the Pacific. Their gross negli- 
gence and their tuous disregard of 
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this country are such as to deserve punish- 
ment. 

| A Representative coming from a district 
bordering on the seacoast or the lakes who 
does not show by his acts during this session 
that he wants to secure some measure of 
protection for his constituents against hos- 
tile navies challenges deserved defeat when 
be asks for reélection this fall. 

A hundred millions should have been voted 
before this time for coast defense purposes. 
The money being needed at once should 
have been obtained at once by the sale of 
bonds. The work of defending the ports 
should have been going on now. The plans 
have long been ready. All that is needed is 
the money. But Congress will not vote it 
any more than it will add fifty millions to 
the revenues so current expenses may be 
met, 

With the exception of a few members 
who are trying to have something done the 
national legislators are short-sighted, reck- 
less demagogues. Congress is full of Presi- 
dential condidates, but who among them is 
doing anything for national defense ? That 
is a popular measure. It is odd they do not 
appreciate that fact and seek to profit by it. 

Do the trimming, office-seeking Repub- 
lican and Democratic demagogues in Con- 
gress really think it is “ good politics ” to 
discharge their duties to their country in 
the trifling, good-for-nothing, dangerous 
way which has cha racterized them since 
Dec. 6 last? 


WHAT HOLDS UP THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

A correspondent says it strikes the “ av- 
erage voter” as a singular fact that in 
spite of the demonetization of silver by the 
General Government and the consequent 
depreciation of the silver dollar, yet in all 
ordinary trade the silver dollar passes for 
its full face value. He says he believes 
this is because every cent of the money in 
circulation is needed there, and so long as 
it is thus needed it will circulate at a parity 
with gold “in spite of all the so-called 
powers of government combined.” 

This view is entertained by about all the 
free coinage country newspapers and small- 
fry politicians who favor the free silver de- 
lusion. It is radically errgneous. <A large 
part of the currency in hs Bateed States is 
idle, and has been lying idle in the Nationa! 
Treasury, the banks, and in private hoards 
because of a slack demand for its profitable 
employment in business. The proof of this 
is furnished by the fact that rates of inter- 
est are lower than ever before in this coun- 
try. So the silver dollar is not held up to 
par with gold by its need for active circu- 
lation, the only means by which it can get 
into, the hands of the people. 

The General Government has not depre- 
ciated the value of the silver dollar by 50 
per cent, nor to any other amount. On the 
contrary, it holds up the silver dollar.to a 
buying power of nearly double the bullion 
value of the coin. If it should refuse or be 
unable to redeem its greenbacks in gold on 
demand, in spite of the “ endless chain” 
operation gold immediately would bound to 
a premium and silver fall to a discount, in 
terms of gold. The buying power of the sil- 
ver dollar would keep on declining till it 
reached the bullion value, the decline being 
all the more rapid if it were decided to 
establish “ ‘free coinage at the-ratio of 16 
to 1.” . 

For the last twenty years the standard 
silver money has declined in value in all 
the free coinage countries as fast as the 
price of silver bullion declined, and this re- 
gardiess of whether money was plentiful 
or scaree in circulation in any of those 
countries. Statistics show that from 1887 
to 1892 the price of cotton goods manufact- 
ured in Japan advanced 17.4 per cent, ora 
little more than corresponded to the fall in 
silver in the same time, while there was no 
advance in the rate of wages to the workers 
on the silver basis. The same rule has 
worked in other free silver countries, in 
spite of the assertions of free silverites to 
the contrary. 

While silver has declined in value, all the 
gold standard nations in the world have 
been able to maintain a limited amount of 
silver money in circulation at a parity with 
gold, on the ratio of 1544 to 1 as in France 
and Germany and 16 to 1 in the United 
States. They were able to do this by stop- 
ping or limiting the coinage of silver, while 
continuing the silver coins as legal tender, 
accepting theg for taxes, and mixing them 
up-as much as possible in the banks with 
gold redemption money. ‘They could not 
have keptanunlimited quantity of the silver 
coins at par with gold coins, yet the 16 to 1 
advocates demand that the American mints 
shall be thrown open to the free coinage of 
silver dollars, each of those coins to contain 
only 37144 grains of silver, though for two 
years past that weignt of silver bullion 
could be purchased all over the world at 50 
to 55 cents in gold. 

If the free coinage of these dollars were 
enacted by Congress there would be a rush 
among the speculators to buy the cheap sil- 
ver bullion in order to get it coined and 
passed into circulation at par with gold 
money. The speculators would sort out 
the greenbacks and the Sherinan notes, of 
which there are some 500 million doliars 
outstanding and present them at the gov- 
ernment Treasury for redemption in gold. 
With the gold thus obtained they would 
proceed to buy more silver bullion wherever 
it could be had, and the silver eoins of Mex- 
ico, South America, Japan, China,and India 
at the cheapest price obtainable. This de- 
mand might temporarily advance the price 
of silver, perhaps 15 per cent or more, as in 
the summer of 1890, and the buying power 
of our silver dollars rise for a short time to 
60 cents or more. But in a few days the 
speculators would have checked out the last 
ounce of gold from the Federal Treasury, 
which then would be forced to stop redeem- 
ing the greenbacks and Sherman notes in 
gold. Thereafter it could only redeem the 
paper with silver dollars. 


to buy from the bankers and brokers what 
gold they obtained, and the greenbacks, 
Sherman notes, and gold instantly would go 
to a high premium. In other words, the 
silver dollars would drop down and be sold 
at a great discount for gold, just as green- 
backs fell during the war. In a few weeks 
aut most it would take three silver dollars to 
buy two dollars in gold, and a month later 
ten silver dollars must be paid for the pur- 
chase of a five-dollar gold piece. After that 
our “ free coinage silver dollars ” would be 
worth in gold just what the bullion they 
contain would sell for in London and other 
mouey centers of the world, and not a mill 
more. They would not be worth so much 
as the silver dollars of Mexico, which con- 
tain 377 grains of silver. All our bankers 
and importers, wanting to remit gold to 
Europe to pay for tea, coffee, sugar, and al! 
other kinds of foreign goods, would have to 
buy it with their cheap silver money at the 
current premium on gold, as the Mexicans 
do today. 

Then the cheap money fellows, the go-it- 
alone-16-to-l-ites, the Vests and Carters, 
the Altgelds and Hinrichsens, the Voorhees 
kind of alleged statesmen, and their de- 
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what “16 to 1 free coinage ” meant in the 
conduct of business and in the payment of 
wages to the hired classes when they re- 
ceived cheap silver money worth but -one- 
half of good money. We should see no 
more letters in the newspapers ‘from the 
“average voter” claiming that in all ordi- 
nary trade the silver dollar passes for its 
full value. The “ average voters,” and also 
those below their plane of intelligence, 
would understand that with free coinage it 
would take two of the cheap silver dollars 
to buy as much as could be purchased with 
one full-worth dollar. They then would be 
able to comprehend what “ fifty-cent dol- 
lars’? mean in the purchase of the neces- 
saries of life, and also how to get them by 
the coin-fool method of “ 16-to-1-free-coin- 
age.” They would discover how “ 16-to-1 7 
was hitting the wage and salary earning 
classes between the eyes, and would appre- 
ciate the truth that honest money is the best 
policy for men and for nations.

MURAT HALSTEAD’S CUBAN VIEWS. 
Tue TRIBUNE yesterday printed the sum- 
mary of Murat Halstead’s ideas and im- 


| pressions of the Cuban situation after a 


month’s visit to the island. It is almost 
needless to say that Mr. Halstead is one of 
the sharpest of observers and ablest of cor- 
respondents. He has formed his ideas of 
the situation under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances.. He has had the confidence of 
both sides, though obviously he has seen 
more of the Spanish than the insurgent side, 
as the stringent regulations of Gen. Weyler 
governing correspondents have prevented 
him from going throngh the lines with that 
freedom he might have desired. All the 
same, Mr. Halstead has had his eyes about 
him, and nothing has escaped their sharp 
scrutiny. 

The most remarkable feature of Mr. Hal- 
stead’s summing up and the one which will 
most forcibly engage popular attention is 
the fact that while he went to Cuba op- 
posed to its annexation to the United States 
he returned in favor of it. ‘The same 
change of attitude is the experience of al- 
most every American who visits the island. 
It is the only proper and logical solution of 
the Cuban problem. Mr. Halstead shows 
that the black population only constitutes 
28 per cent of the total population, or 
about the same as in Tennessee and a lit- 
tle more than in Kentucky. The whites, 
therefore, practically have complete con- 
trol. Cuba would be entitled to two Sena- 
tors (no more than Nevada) and nine or ten 
members of the House. This addition would 
not disturb a Senate of 90 or a House of 360 
members, while our State system would pro- 
vide home rule and a local legislature. 

The products of the great island would 
furnish this country with all the needed 
sugar, tobacco, and tropical fruits, with 
much of its coffee and valuable furniture 
woods, and with all of its magnetic iron ore. 
In case of annexation the balance of inter- 
national trade would turn to this country. 
It would stop our annual export drain of 
100 millions of gold and silver and would 
open up a rich home market for food stuffs, 
rnilroad materials, and manufactures. 
Tens of thousands of the surplus and half- 
employed Southern laborers would find em- 
ployment at good wages close to their old 
homes, and large numbers of whites would 
also find work there. The population of the 
great island would double in twenty years. 
From the naval point of view the advantage 
of annexation is apparent at a glance. It 
would in time make the United States mas- 
ter of the Atlantic. In case of war with an- 
other power it would not have to depend 
upon the friendly offices of Great Britain for 
coal and supplies. 

The solution of the Cuban problem is 
within the power of Congress if it has the 
courage and wisdom to do its duty. Let it 
declare the actual independence of the 
island. This would end the war. Then let 
it arrange for annexation. When Old 
Glory floats over Moro Castle pauperized, 
persecuted Cuba will enter upon the way 
that leads to prosperity.

liberty she will fulfill her manifest destiny.

CRISPI AND RUDINI. 

The new Italian Premier, Rudini, has 
decided that the war of conquest against 
the Abyssinians shall be prosecuted more 
vigorously than ever. In this he has ap- 
parentiy the support of the nation, which a 
few days ago was demanding peace at al- 
most any price under threat of revolution. 

Rudini's policy is that of Crispi without 
the slightest alteration. It is the vigorous 
colonial policy which brought the latter to 
grief. Crispi’s downfall has appeased the 
popular clamor excited by the terrible de- 
feat at Adowa, and his successor, a keen 
politician, will profit by the aroused nation- 
al sentiment, obtain millions of money and 
thousands of soldiers which Crispi would 
not have dared to call for, and he is likely 
to succeed with these reinforcements where 
Crispi failed. 

The General who possibly did the best 
he could with the force at his command, and 
admittedly was led into a trap, is to be 
court-martialed and probably will suffer 
greater disgrace and possibly death, while 
another no wiser than he becomes the na- 
tional hero.

FUEL THIEVES TEAR DOWN BUILD- 
INGS AND RIP UP STREETS.

Hackman Thompson Secures Verdict 
for €1,500 Damages—Case of Hetty 
Green Against Gage Estate Comes 
Up Next Week-—State Firemen's 
Tournament Will Be Held at Bur- 
lington Park in July—Council Roy- 
al Arcanum Closes—City News. 

“The injury of five persons on Allport 
avenue while engaged in tearing down an 
abandoned house in order to carry it home 
for firewood,’’ said Frank E. Hemstreet, As- 


sistant Superintendent in the Bureau of 


streets, yesterday, ‘‘is jointly an illustra- 
tion of what may happen any day and the 
extent to which anything portable and 
‘purnable’ is stolen by the poorer class of 
people in eertain sections of the city and car- 
ried home for fuel. 

“Nothing is safe at their depredating 

gs. it is rarely they steal a house, but 
it is a common occurrence for fences, side- 
walks, and block pavements In unfrequent- 
ed streets in the poorer districts to be car- 
ried off. Every policeman in the city has 
orders to watch for these thieves and ar- 
rest them, but few are ever caught, or if 
overtaken by the law escape punishment. 
The theory is, if they are poor enough to 
steal fuel they are so poor it is useless to 
fine them. | 

“The districts in which most of these 
fuel thefts occur are south of Twelfth 
street and west of Canal, north of Kinzie 
and west of Wells and out Milwaukee ave- 
nue way. Here the poorer classes, without 
mentioning any particular nationality, are 
pretty thick. 

Watch Loose Cedar Blocks. 

“ As soon as a few cedar blocks ina street 
pavement become loosened ey are con- 
sidered legitimate prey for e hundreds 
who are looking for fuel that costs only the 
labor of carrying it home. 

“One or two. adults or chfldren on the 
scene is the signal for more tocome. They 
bring everything from baskets up to express 
wagons, and in a day or a night will carry 
the pavement off an entire block. These 
thieves carry off probably 80,000 square 
yards of cedar blocks every year. A large 
proportion of the material the Street De- 

rtment could use in making repairs if we 
ad a chance to save it. We get around as 
goon after a break is reported as possible, 
but often the fuel thieves are too quick for 
us, 
“ Depredations of this kind, so far as they 
affect sidewalks and street pavements, are 


_g@ decided drain on the finances of this de- 


partment. Repairing the ravages of ordi- 
nary wear and tear requires all the money 
we have with which to carry forward the 
work. 


Money Is Behind. 


“We should expend $1,000,000 annually on 
Chicago's streets, and our appropriation is 
only $300,000. We have 25,000 miles of 
streets in this city, and some of them are in 
constant need of repairs. The condition of 
some of them today is simply disgraceful.”’ 

A property-owner whose lot is on Green 
street a block west of Halsted said: ‘I 
have personally been a sufferer by these 
fuel thieves, and am in a position to fully 
appreciate the extent of their operations. 
A few years ago the pavement in the block 
in which my lot is located became loosened. 
Had it been promptly repaired by the Street 
Department the expense would have been 
trifling and the labor a task of but a few 
hours. But it was left unattended to, and 
within.a couple of weeks every cedar block 
had disappeared. An assessment was lev- 
led for new paving which cost me $56.22.”’ 

A unique feature of the accident on All- 
port street lies in the fact the people in- 
jured by the falling walls of the house which 
was being stolen for fuel are talking of en- 
tering damage ‘suits for personal injuries 
against the owner of the building.

Solomon Thompson Sues Capt. Larson 
and Eastern People. 

Capt. Charles Larson of the East Chicago 
Avenue District sat in Judge Clifford's court 
yesterday as defendant in a damage suit 
for $10,000 brought by Solomon P. Thomp- 
6on, a hack driver. 

Oct. 13 Thompson secured a party of 
World's Fair visitors from the East, and was 

asked tO take them to a hotel in Hyde Park. 

In the party of four were George Haywood 
of Concord, Mass., and George Haywood Jr. 
of Boston, his son. The hackman took them 
to several hotels near the World's Fair 
grounds, but they could not secure accom- 
modations, and he drove finally to the Chi- 
cago Beach Hotel. 

Then there was a dispute about the fare. 
and the senior Haywood ordered him to take 
the party to the police station. Thompson 
Larson ordered him locked 
up, after hearing the story of the Eastern 
visitors, and the next morning took him be- 
fore Justice Porter on the charge of violat- 
ing the city ordinances regulating hack 
rates. The hackman was acquitted. 

The two Haywoods’ evidence was given 
in the shape of depositions. Their story is 
the hackman attempted to charge them $8

Before Thompson’s testimony was finished 
his attorney dismissed the case as to Capt. 
Larson. This left George Haywood Jr. as 
the only defendant against whom a judg- 
ment could be secured, as HayWood senior 
had not been served with notice of the suit.

FORM AN ART CIRCUIT. 


WESTERN PAINTERS AND SCULPTORS 
BAND TOGETHER. 


Their Organization Will Give Annual 
Joint Exhibitions in Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, 


the Association Controlling Their 
Products. 


Western artists have come to believe the 
old adage, “‘ In union there is strength,” and 


_have banded together for their mutual wel- 


fare. They have formed a “ grand circuit ” 
of Western cities for the exhibition of their 
pictures and sculptures. They intend to con- 
trol their product of beautiful things, to 
place it before the people, and effect sales 
themselves. They have started a movement 
which will make the artists more independ- 
ent of art galleries and art dealers—make 
them in a way ‘the rulers of their fortunes. 

And to do all this they came to Chicago, 
A score or more of the foremost artists of the 
West met in convention in this city yester- 
day and organized ‘‘ The Society of Western 
Artists.”’ There have been many and various 
kinds of conventions held here, but never be- 
fore was one like this. Indeed, the conven- 
tion and the organization it formed are 
unique in the history of art. 

A few months ago the Cosmopolitan Art 
club of this city, which includes among its 
members many of the younger and most 
vigorous artists of Chicago, sent letters to 
the leading art clubs of St. Louis, Milwaukee? 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Detroit, Indianapolis, 
and other cities of the Midland States, pro- 
posing the formation of an “ Inter-City 
Amalgamation of Art Interests,’’ an organ- 
ization of Western painters and sculptors, 
which should arrange for and manage an 
annual joint exhibition of the works of its 
members and other accredited artists, to be 
held in the various Western cities in rota- 
tion. 

All Favor the Plan. 

Everywhere the idea met with approval. 
The answers to these letters were so encour- 
aging the Cosmopolitan Art club called a 
convention for such purpose to be held here 
at the time of its own annual exhibition.

ABOUT BASKET BALL. 


Defeat of Ferry Hall Seminary by 
Mitchell Hall Team Engenders Bad 
Feeling and Girls Take to Saying 
Mean Things About Each Other— 
Unfair Umpiring Alleged as Well 
as Jenlousy—Boys Favor the Ferry 
Hall Girls and Wear Their Colors. 

Ever: since the close of the basket ball 
game last Sunday at Lake Forest between 
the Mitchell Hall and Ferry Hall Seminary 
teams the giris of the two institutions have 
not been on speaking terms. Mitchell Halli 
was victorious by a score of 9 to but the 

Ferry Hall girls lay this to unfair piring 

in the last half, and allege the college girls 

treated them unfairly. : 

The Ferry Hall girls are also much ex- 
cited over the refusal of the college girls to 
play a return game in the Ferry Hall Gym- 


masium, and say the refusal was worded in 


a “ unladylike’’’ and impolite manner. It is 
as follows: | 
“To the Captain of the Ferry Hall Bas- 
ket Ball Team: The Mitchell Hall team re- 
‘fuses to accept your challenge for the game 
to be played in your gymnasium March 21. 
“4. Because the.field offered by you fails 


to fulfill the rules in use in three points: The 


field has serious obstructions, there is no 
Geundary line ‘three feet from the wall,’ 
and the mouth of the goal is not ten feet 
from the ground. 

“2. You have refused to consider our re- 
quest for a perfectly impartial umpire and 
referee. 

“8. Because of the hard feelings that the 
last two games have aroused. We have 
heard remarks on every hand, coming from 
you, that were unfeeling, unfair, and un- 
truthful.”’ | 

College Girls the Challengers. 

The college girls were the challengers in 
the two games already played, and ran 
things much to suit themselves. 

The Ferry Hall girls have an inadequate 
gymnasium to practice in, while their op- 
ponents have the use of the big college gym- 
nasium three days in the week. Previous to 
the last game the college girls agreed to 
allow the Ferry Hall team as much time to 
practice in at the big gymnasium as they 
had themselves. The agreement was not 
kept, and the Ferry Hall girls had altogether 
i forty minutes to get accustomed to the 

uilding before the game was called. 

In the last half it was declared the impire, 

Miss Rosalind Brown, who was a senior 
from Mitchell Hall, would not watch the 
team from that department at all, but kept 
her eyes on the Ferry Hall players, and 
frequently called fouls on them of which 
they were innocent. 
- At the close of the game the Ferry Hall 
team gave a written challenge to their vic- 
tors for a return game next Saturday in the 
Ferry Hall gymnasium. On Tuesday they 
got the answer quoted. ° 

The Ferry Hall girls now say their sisters 
at the other building are mean old maids, 
who dare not play ag@in, and that if there 
should be another game they will win or 
die. The boys are now all in favor of Ferry 
Hall, and every one of them is wearing 
Ferry Hall.colors. They have offered to 
give Ferry Hall girls as much of their sched- 
uled time in the college gymnasium as the 
girls may require for practice. 

The Mitchell Hall side of it is pathetic. 
“They called us all farmers and sluggers,”’ 
asserts Mitchell Hall. “‘ They have used 
insulting language against us ever since the 
game in which we walloped them, and in 
view of all this shall we go to their gym- 
-nasium and risk another game?” That they 
should be termed agriculturists as well as 
bruisers, just because they won the game, 
they strongly resent, and decline to play 
even basket ball with such unkind creatures. 


Talk of Slapping Mouths. 


Since the Saturday game hot war talk has 
been going on among the girls, and each side 
put in question the fairness of the opposing 
side during the play. One matter especially 
discussed was that of slapping mouths, 
which it is charged was indulged in. The 

datement that fouls were overlooked 

caused the feeling of rivalry among the girls 
to wax dangerous, and there is little hope 
of a breach in the émeute. 
_ Mitchell Hall has always majntained 
quiet on its side,’’ explained Miss Jessamine 
Britton, Captain of the team. ‘* We have 
not indulged in saying mean things about 
them as they have about us, but we had to 
refuse to accept their challenge.”’ 

That basketball may not die out among 
the Lake Forest “ coeds,’ who were the first 
to play it in the West, games with other 
-teams will probably be played, and a chal- 
lenge may soon be sent to the University of 
Chicago girls and others who have signified 
a willingness to play.

WILL FIGHT THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Lake View Club Cyclists Will Carry 
On Their Show. 

New York, March 11.—The National Cycle 
Board of Trade is in receipt of applications 
from the Lincoln Cycling club and the Lake 
View Cycling club, both of Chicago, for 
sanction of cycle shows this month. The 
national board has decided against the ap- 
plication owing to the lateness of the season 
and the fact that the local cycle board of 
Chicago considers the shows unnecessary. 


_** We shall have our cycle show Irrespective 
of the action of the National Cycle Board of 
Trade,”’ said W. B. Rex, Vice-President of 
the Lake View Cycling club, last evening. 
The club’s resentment was voiced in strong 
terms,and the attitude was in defiance of 
the demands of the national board. 

“We have been treated unfairly,” Mr. 
Rex said. ‘*‘ We notified the board over two 
weeks ago of our intentions to give a show, 
and told it we had the codperation of twen- 
ty-four manufacturers. It neglected to re- 
ply until last Saturday, when it wrote ana 
asked us if we were arranging for the ex- 
hibit. That is the last we heard from it 
until tonight, and now we are not disposed 
to pay any attention to its edict. 

“Our show will open tomorrow after- 
noon, and all details will be carried out as 
planned. All the available space has been 
rented, and if the manufacturers should re- 
fuse to show their wheels or pay for the 
space we shall bring suit against them. 

‘We have worked hard to make this af- 
fair a success, and we do not intend to allow 
any influences to prevent us from going on 
with it.” 

The members of the club believe the rea- 
son for the board’s action to be it feared the 
small cycle shows would detract from the 
annual-shows given by the National Board. 

‘*Our club will not be dominated by any 
combination of -manufacturers,’’ they said, 
‘‘and the club’s future will not be deter- 
mined by this edict from the Cycle Board. 
It will not be our loss in the end, we're sure 
of that, although it does annoy us some- 
what at’present. If we could see any justice 
in its dealings with us we would be ready to 
respect their wishes, and’ would do nothing 
in opposition to them. Are their wheels not 
being advertised? We offer room to any 
firm which cares to display its wheels, and 
we are receiving but little remuneration— 
not enough to pay us for ourtime. We are 
not going to charge any admission, and I 
can’t see why we are receiving so much op- 
position. The gain after all is theirs, not 
ours.”’ 

The Lake View club-house, in Lake View, 
is in readiness for the exhibiters, who arc 
expected to have their stalls completed by 
2 o'clock this afternoon. 

The Lincoln club ts not decided what action 
to take in the matter.

Tucsonand Phe- 
nix, Ari.: E] Paso, Dallas, Waco, Fort Worth, 
San Antonio, and Houston, Tex.: New Or- 
leans, Nashville, Memphis, Chattanooga, 
Atlanta, Jacksonville, Charlotte, and Sa- 
vannah, in the South, are all applying for 
dates. Thence ‘the circuit follows the same 
lines as last season. 

With twenty-five days of racing in view 
prior to May 80 the racing men turn ‘their 
eyes toward California and news comes dally 
of some man of prominence who will come to 
California to do his training. Bald, Cooper, 
Murphy, Sanger, Baker, Jenney, Gardiner, 
and many others are expected within a few 
days, and Zeigler, Coulter, Wells, Terrill, 
Kizer, Randall, MacFarland, Campbell, 
Schefski, Hatton, and Edwards, all of whom 
will follow the circult this season, are al- 
ready here and many of them in training. 
Several teams are being formed to follow the 
national circuit and the riders of these teams 
will all be coast men.

Defeat at the hands of the 
clever Western boy meant for McAuliffe an 
end of his career in the ring, a draw would 
sustain his reputation, and a favorable de- 
cision over Lavigne would place the Brook- 
lyn boxer ahead of everything in his class. 

McAuliffe knew this, and he trained hard. 

He tipped the scales at 138 pounds, and ex- 
pressed himself as being confident of out- 
pointing Lavigne. He was in fine condition, 
The. Saginaw Kid was equally sanguine of 
success. When he reached the garden to- 
night he showed by his clear skin and bright 
eyes he had not neglected himself while 
training at Oceanic, N. J. He looked to be 
in the pink of condition.

Carroll and Jimmy Nelson, the lightweight 
Champion's old sparring partner. . 


Must Judge for Themselves. 


The announcer informed the spectators 
Inspector Brooks would not allow a referee 
to enter the ring, and they therefore would 
judge for themselves as to which of the con- 
testants was the better man. 


First round—McaAuliffe led off with a light left 
on the face. Again Jack put his left on Lavigne’s 
face and Lavigne countered his right on Jack's 
body. Both exchanged right and left body blows.

second round—Lavigne landed a hard left on the 
face.

NEW CROSS-TOWN LINES. 


NORTH CHICAGO ELECTRIC PLANS 
FURTHER EXTENSIONS. 


Will Consatruct New Lines in Lawrence 
Avenue and Montrose Boulevard, 
from Evanston Avenue to Milwau- 
kee Avenue—Feeders for North- 
western “L”’—Broadening of the 
Local Market—Interest in Lake 
Street, West Chicago, and Brewing 
Stocks—Match and Biscuit Firm. 

The North Chicago Electric Street rail- 
road will build at once a cross-town line on 

Lawrence avenue, from the line of the North- 

western Elevated railroad to Milwaukee av- 

enue. At present there is no cross-town 
line north of Belmont avenue, and the pro- 
posed line will run through a section of the 


'elty which now has little or no transporta— 


tion facilities. It is proposed to have this 
line for a feeder for the elevated road, as 
well as the North Chicago system, and to 
collect two fares for atrip from the section of 
the city reached to the down-town district 
when passengers transfer to the elevated 
The line will be between five and six 
miles in length, and, except for the north 
and south lines, it will run through a terri- 
tory which now has no facilities whatever. 
It will cross the electrie ines on North Clark 
street, Lincoln avenue, Elston avenue, and 
connect with the electric line on Milwaukee 
avenue. It is the present intention to be-

The North Chicago Electric will build a 
line on Montrose boulevard, from Evans- 
ton avenue to Milwaukee avenue, and 
frontage signatures are being secured for 
this line also. This will prove a valuable 
feeder for the Northwestern Elevated. Both 
lines will serve as feeders for the North 
Chicago system, and only one fare will be 
charged for a trip down-town over the elec- 
tric road and the cable lines. The line on 
Montrose. boulevard will cross the various 
electric lines now in operation, and trans- 
fers will be issued from it to the various lines 
in the system. 

Interest in Lake Street Stock. 


Lake street stock was in active demand 
yesterday on the local Stock Exchange : nd 
total sales of 1,475 shares were made. There 
was an advance in the price of Lake street 
from 21% at the opening to 2244, and the close 
was at 224. Insiders are talking of ad- 
vances in the stock on the approach of its 
being operated with electricity. During the 
month of February the Lake street elevated 
carried as many passengers as in the month 
of January, notwithstanding the good 
weather, which usually benefits surface 
lines at the expense of the elevated roads.

MUST WATCH THE FIGHT.

PEOPLE SHOULD TAKE INTEREST IN 
LAKE-FRONT LITIGATION, 


J. H. Hamline Utters Warning at Spe- 
cial Meeting Real Estate Board— 
Prosperous Commercial Condition 
of City Depends on Verdict of the 
Court—Value of Land in Contest Is 
Great, Viewed in Any Light—Ke- 
port of Lake Defense Committee. 


“If the commerce of Chicako is to remain 
in its present prosperous condition, and is 
not to be seriously crippled by its diversion to 
the Calumet, the people of the city must 
take an interest in the present litigation 
between the State and the llliinois Central 
for the possession of fifty-three acres of land 
on the Lake-Front, between the river and 
Randolph street and Park row and Sixteenth 
street.’ 

These were the words of warning spoken 
by J. H. Hamline at a special meeting of the 
Real Estate Board yesterday afternoon. 
The meeting was called to hear the report of 
the Lake Defense committee. Previous to 
its adoption Mr. Hamline gave an address 
on the importance of the suit and the value 
of the land to the city and State, either for 
commerce or park purposes. He called at- 
tention to the fact that either the river must

be straightened and deepened to accom- 
modate the large lake vessels, or outer har- 
bors must be constructed if the commerce 
of the city is to be kept from the Calumet. 
Its diversion to that port will, in the opinion 
of Mr. Hamline, prove a disaster to the city. 

The settling of the cases between the city 
and the Illinois Central, involving land be- 
tween Randolph street and Park row, has 
left only the fifty-three acres in dispute to 
furnish the necessary* harbors and docks for 
the larger boats. Mr. Hamline reviewed the 
case pending in court, and said the only 
question of the State’s rightful possession 
to the disputed land is whether the docks of 
the Illinois Central, now on the land, were 
built in navigable water or not. 
of fact, he said, the docks south of Park row 
and north of Randolph street were built in 
water sixteen feet deep at the time of their 
ee and in violation of the State 
aw. . ; 

Aside from their commercial value, Mr. 
Hamline showed by charts how the docks 
are in the direct line of a suggested exten- 
sion of the Lake Shore drive across the river 
along the edge of the three north piers in dis- 
pute, on south through the new Lake-Front 
Park, outside the railroad tracks, as far 
south as Sixteenth street. It would thus 
form a beautiful drive, connecting the 
North, Lake-Front, and South Park systems. 
Mr. Hamline estimated the value of the land 
in dispute at $33,000,000, 

The Committee on Lake Front Defense 
makes the following points in its report: 

“ Evidence in the case showed the docks 
were constructed and the land filled in in 
water which, at the time they were con- 
structed, accommodated practically the 
largest vessels which visited Chicago har- 
bor. The Thirteenth street dock, construct- 
ed in 1885, was built in water which stood at 
the shore end thereof over sixteen feet deep. 

“If the courts shall determine the State 
of Illinois is entitled to these docks they 
will afford ample accommodations for the 
larger vessels which may come to this port 
for years to come. 

“Any diversion of Chicago's commerce to 
Calumet harbor is Hable to build up a city 
around its mouth, a lurge part of which will 
inevitably be found within the State of In- 
diana, and will contribute to the. popula- 
tion, the taxable value, and commercial! im- 
portance of that State at the expense of the 
State of Iilinols. 

‘If it be d@éemed advisable by the State to 
turn the custodianship of this property over 
to the City of Chicago, and the latter may 
deem it advisable to turn the whole of the 
property between Randolph street and Park 
row, as filled out to the government dock 
line, into a park, then it is apparent the 
property in question is valuable for an ex- 
tension of the Lake Shore drive. 

“Whatever disposition of this land may 
be made, its value to the State of Illinois 
= the City of Chicago is beyond estima- 
tion. 

“The Citizens’ Association, your commit- 
tee believes, would share in the cost of this 
work.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


CHICAGO AND OHIO RIVER TRAFFIC 
ASSOCIATION DISBANDS. 


Will Go Out of Existence on April 1 
and Thereafter will Form a Com- 
ponent Part of the Central Freight 
Association, Which Will Take the 
Place of the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation—Much Diplomacy Required 
io Make the Alteration. * 

The Chicago and,Ohio River Traffic Asso- 
ciation will go out. of existence on April 1, 
and thereafter will form a component part 
of the Central Freight Association, which 
will take the place of the Central Traffic 
Association. At a conference between com- 
mittees of the Chicago and Ohio River and 
Central Traffic associations it was agreed 
to amalgamgte the two organizations. 

It required a great deal of diplomacy to 
bring about this result. The Central Traffic 
Association ever since the control of the 
through traffic was taken from it by the 
Joint Traffic Association has been anxious 
to join interests with the Chicago and Ohio 
River Association, and thus prevent clash- 
ing of interests in joint territory between 
Chicago and the Ohio River. 

All the roads in the Chicago ana Ohio 
River Traffic Association excepting the Mo- 
non, Chicago and Eastern Illinois, and IIl!- 
nois Central are also members of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association, and hence the de- 
sire to get all lines to Join the reorganized 
Central Freight Association. The three 
named Ohio River roads, however, were not 
anxious to have their interests united with 
those connecting directly with the Eastern 
trunk lines. 

After much persuasion they consented 
to join on condition that a special organiza- 
tion be formed with a Secretary at the head, 
to be known as the Ohio River committee 
of the Central Freight Association to con- 
trol the business going directly to the Ohio 
Kiver and in connection with the Southern 
roads to points in the South. This proposi- 
tion was submitted by the Ohio River com- 
mittee to the Central Traffic committee yes- 
terday afternoon and after some discussion 


was accepted.

The new scheme of having roads witch 
have carried more than their allotted per- 
centage to temporarily stop competing for 
the business until the other lines have car- 
ried their share works even worse than the 
diversion of traffic scheme, as none of the 
roads are willing to stop soliciting business 


whether they are aheed of their percentage

Less 
traffic has gone to the gulf ports the last two 
weeks than previously, but this is due to 
the farmers holding on to their grain in the 
hope of securing better prices for the same 
in the spring and summer.

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PROF. SALISBURY ON 


Delivers an Address Before the KRe- 
view Club. 

Prof. R. D. Salisbury of the University of 
Chicago, the geologist who accompanied the 
relief expedition which brought home Lieut. 
Peary, lectured before the Review club yes- 
terday. The lecture and a luncheon were 
given at the Leland, and 113 of the 700 mem- 
bers of the club attended. The subject of 
Prof. Salisbury’s lecture was “‘ Greenland.”’ 
The lecture was an interesting description 
of the two years’ trip and of the habits and 
customs of the Esquimaux. Hesaid: 

“When a man gets a taste of Arctic ex- 
ploring he will not be satisfied until he has 
more. The wonders of the,country and the 


fascination of a trip there cannot be de- 


scribed. The Esquimaux are a stolid, in- 
different people. An Esquimaux girl was 
brought to the United States by Lieut. 
Peary. She walked through the busy streets 
of New York City as if she might have lived 
there always. The only thing which aroused 
her curiosity was the trees. These she re- 
peatedly called ‘ big grass.’ 

‘Contrary to the general impression the 
inhabitants of Greenland do not live in 
houses made ofice. Their winter residences 
are built of stone and their summer tents are 
made of skins. 

“The Esquimaux have no religion. They 
have absolutely no conception of a deity. 
They live on a socialistic basis, pure and 
simple. No crime exists and the people 
are always happy. 

‘When the head of a family dies those of 
his children not able to walk are put to 
death. This is not considered a crime, but 
is done to enable the mother of the children 
to secure another husband. 

‘Names are not inherited as they arein our 
country. A.man takes a name because it 
pleases him, and his admirers take the same 
name. If the man dies the bearers of the 
name drop it and take another, and to the 
first male child born afterwards the name 
is given. The Same — applies to the nam- 
ing of women 

Prof, Salisbury thinks when Nansen is 
heard from it will be from the shores of 
Greenland, and that the balloon expedition 
will find the north pole as soon as he will.

IT MAY BE IN CONTEMPT, 


WEST PARK BOARD LIKELY TO COME 
INTO COURT. 


By Ignoring Judge Gibbons’ Injunc- 
tion the Commissioners Bring 
About an Argument—One Side Says 
the Action Is Bad, the Other Says 
It Is Good—Attorney Baker Will 
Ask the Judge to Have the Mem- 
bers of the Board Cited. 

When the West Park Commissioners ig- 
nored Judge Gibbons’ injunction and voted 
to accept the extension of Jackson boule 
vard from Halsted street to the river on 
Tuesday night they may have placed them- 
Selves in contempt of court. As a result 
Attorney Frank E. Baker this morning will 
ask Judge Gibbons to have the members of 
the board cited for contempt and brought 
into court to explain their actions, 

The members present and voting forthe 
acceptance at Tuesday night’s meeting were: 
Walter S. Bogle. John M. Oliver, 

Andrew J. Graham, Charlies J. Vopicka, 

Carl Moll, Harvey T. Weeks. 

Attorney Baker says Judge Gibbons had 
jurisdiction and the action was contempt. 
Attorney E. T. Noonan of the board says 
the court had no jurisdiction, hence there 
was no contempt. It was upon his opinion 
the board acted when it agreed to ignore 
the injunction. The future of Jackson street, 
east of Flalsted street, probably will depend 
upon this jurisdiction decision. 

East of the river the same attempt to form 
a boulevard is to be made. It is the only 
chance to havea boulevard connecting Mich- 
igan avenue with the West Side by a street 
having no car lines. Commissioner of Build- 
ings Downey has been asked to head the 
movement. He is out of town at present, 


Evanston Extension Plans. 

Gov. Altgeld has been in the city several 
days in consultation with members of the 
Lincoln Park Board over park extension 
and improvement affairs. The old idea of 
extending the park along the lake to Evans- 
ton was revived. This is beyond the control 
of the board and will depend upon the ac- 
tion of Rogers Park Township and Evans- 
ton. Recently Evanston voted against form- 
ing a park district. This is to be again ag- 
itated. 

The Park Board has control as far as the 
line of Lake View. Beyond, Rogers Park 
and Evanston will have to act independently. 
The purchase of riparian rights in Lake 
View depends upon the consent of the Su- 
pervisor and Assessor of that town. This 
has been refused, so far, on political grounds. 
Gov. Altgeld will endeavor to secure these 
consents and have the park work pushed 
north to the Rogers Park line. 


No Bridle Path. 


Judge Hanecy’s bridle path down Grand 
boulevard is not likely to materialize, judg- 
ing by the statements of the South Park 
Commissioners, no matter who is appointed 
to fill the place of Commissioner Best? The 
matter has not been mentioned, even in 
board meetings, since the measure to create 
a path was rescinded last summer in defer- 
ence to the wishes of South Side residents, 

and sentiment is against reviving a project 
which then was so unpopular. 

‘‘We did vote last summer to makea path 
down the boulevard,” said President Don- 
nersberger, ‘‘and we killed the movement 
on the petition of citizens. If a vote. was 
taken again on the enterprise, without 
doubt it would be governed by popular senti- 
ment, and I cannot see how Commissioner 
Rest’s successor would in any way be a 
determining factor. The people manifestly 
want the boulevard as it is, and the board 
will unquestionably respect their wishes.” 


HERING COLLEGE WANTS TO END IT. 
Pleads for Seinocution to Be Aban- 
doned—No Satisfaction. 

City Prosecutor Tatge was visited by the 
representatives of the Hering Medical Col- 
lege yesterday to consult concerning the atti- 
tude of the city regarding the manner in 
which the bodies of the discarded cadavers 

of the college were disposed of. 

The men from the college were: H. C. 
Allen, Dean of the college; C. W. Ray, busi- 
ness manager: and C. EF. Fisher, Registrar. 
They pleaded that the city should not prose- 
cute the case against them for the violation 
of the statutes and the city ordinance, but 
should allow it to pass by. They said the 
act was an unfortunate occurrence, which 
would never recur, and that if the college 
were to be prosecuted the harm to be done 
would be great. 

Dr. Reilly was sent for by Mr. Tatge, but 
he declined to communicate with the medical 
college men because, he said, the case was 
in the hands of the City Prosecutor and, 
the facts having been given him, the Health 
Department had no further action to take in 
the matter. 

After a long talk Mr. Tatge said he could 
not stop the proceeding and that the case 
would have to be heard in. court. 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS TAB UP WELL 
Amount Paid In for the Three Months 
of the Year Is Large. 

Tuesday was the last day for the payment 
of special assessments at the office of the 
City Collector to get the advantage of a l 
per cent discount.

POSTOFFICE SPY SYSTEM DEFEATED 
IN THE HOUSE. 


— | 


Democrats the Only Ones Who Express 
Themselves in Favor of the Espion- 
age of Letter-Carriers—Vote Stands 
162 to 63—Hugh Belknap Makes a 
Strong Defense of the Chicago Men 
—Woodman Also Speaks—Money tor 
Campbell in Ohio. 

Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Special.]— 
The spy system started by the Postoffice De- 
partment last summer received its death 
blow in the House today. The sentiment 
aroused all over the country by the action 
of the spies employed by the department to 
run down the hard-working letter-carriers 
was universally condemnefi in the House 
from the étart, and it was felt even by the 
friends of the system that it would be im-— 
_ possible to secure direct authority for its 
continuance. The department was anxious,’ 
however, to keep the tetter-carriers under 
scrutiny, principally because of the fact 
that there had been such an outcry against 
the spy system. 

Tne First Assistant Postmaster-General 
desired vindication of his conduct, and 
through the influence of the department al- 
lowed it to be known that he sought from 
the Republican House of Representatives 
such action as would show that his course 
of last summer met the approval of the 
- members. As it was manifest that a dis- 
tinct appropriation for the spies could not 
be secured a lump appropriation was put 
into the bill to provide $212,093 for the pay 
of postoffice inspectors and clerks, thus 
providing for an increase ir the inspector's 
force of thirty men, who were to be devoted 
to the work of spying upon the carriers. 

This provision was the subject of instant 
attack in the House, and after a long debate 
an amendment offered by Mr. Quigg of New 
York cutting down the amount to $176,000 
was passed by an overwhelming majority 
of 162 to 63. When the division was made 
it seemed as if the whole House were rising 
in opposition to the spy system. 


Democrats for It. 

Almost without exception those who voted 
against the amendment wére Democrats, 
who felt obliged for party reasons to sus- 
tain the course of the administration. Rep- 
resentative Connelly of Springfield was, so 
far as could be noted,the only Illinois member 
‘Who voted in favor of the spy appropriation. 
The debate was exceedingly lively at times, 
and it largely centered around the results 
of the investigation in Chicago. 

The letter-carriers in the Garden City were 
defended vigorously by Representative Hugh 
Belknap, who, in spite of frequent interrup- 
tions, ‘made a telling speech, for which he 
was liberally applauded on both sides of the 
House, showing that the sentiment of the 
body was with the hard working carriers, 
who had been made the victims of an alleged 
investigation at the hands of irresponsible 
political heelers. During the course of his 
remarks Mr, Belknap said: 

‘Tam not in favor of voting the money of 
the people to be used for such an unmanly 
and un-American purpose and such uncalled- 
for work as this clause of the bill contem- 
plates. Some gentlemen.seem to think the 
letter-carriers as a class are corrupt and 
negligent. I deny that to be a fact and f{ 
propose to show it isnottrue. Take my own 
‘City of Chicago for illustration. After 
weeks of sneaking work and spying upon 
1,003 men employed as letter-carriers the re- 
sult was that reports were made upon the 
conduct of 800 men. Six hundred and twen- 
- ty-four of these were reported as absolutely 
correct.

Aspersed the Carriers’ Character.. 


~ “The Chairman of the committee, Mr. 
Loud, casts a slur upon all the letter car- 
Tiers of the City of Chicago. Last Friday 
he said they were accustomed in many cases 
~—to use their street car tickets to pay special 
aesessments, and he declared the records of 
the Postoffice Department would show that 
to be a fact. I went to the Postoffice De- 
partment and upon authority I will say that 
three years ago one man did go wrong. He 
saved his car tickets and with the money-— 
a few dollars—paid a sewer assessment. 
‘That was one case, but the gentleman from 
California by his language reflects upon 
every letter carrier in Chicago. I regard 
these letter carriers as honorable, upright 
men. I do not care what their politics are 
and I do not think that question en- 
ters into this matter at all. On 
the coats of some of these men 
I’ note bronze buttons, showing them to 
be the survivors of the grandest army the 
world has ever known. I doubt not that 
many others fought for a cause that was 
lost, but which they sincerely believed to be 
right, and for that I give them my high re- 
gard and sincere respect. I maintain that 
the sfact is that this investigation did not 
cause the discharge of these sixteen men. 
It did not amount to anything in that re- 
spect. Now, these men are honorable, up- 
right, and worthy public servants. I have 
seen them in the City of Chicago dropping 
in the streets from the heat, and in wint@r 
wading through snow and ice, and I do not 
believe it is the wish of the people of the 
United States that our government should 
sink so low as to use the people's money for

The 
point of order did not lie agaffst this, be- 
cause it was simply the continuation of an 
old appropriation. 

As a matter of fact, the New York and 
New Orleans subsidy was created originally 
in an appropriation bill itself. It will thus 
be seen that when the rule was once trans- 
gressed, and an objectionable subsidy was 
once created, it was beyond the reach of all 
points of order. 

Is an Howling Farce. 


It is a notorious fact that the alleged fast 
.mail from New York to New Orleans is a 
howling farce, and that the money is worse 
than thrown away, for the train makes poor- 
er time by two hours than the regular ex- 
press train between the two points, 
dition to that, the mail leaves New York at 
4 o'clock in the morning, and gets into New 
Orleans, when on time, about 8 o'clock in 
the evening, and the mail it carries is not 
distributed in the Crescent City a particle 
in advance of that carried by the regular 
passenger train, which arrives at about 7 
o'clock in the morning. This fast mail is 
carried over the longest route between New 
York and New Orleans, and the subsidy 
given to the road is the only one now paid 
by the government to any railroad lineinthe 
country for carrying a mail. 

All new propositions for subsidies to ex- 
pedite the mails are invariably ruled out in 
the House because they were not previously 
authorized by law, and yet year after year 
it is found impossible to apply the same 
point of order to the New York and New Or- 
leans subsidy, which is not half so meritori- 
ous as the others which are so summarily 
disposed of. Postmasters-General for years 
have condemned the subsidy system, and 
have united in reports that they could re- 
ceive the same service without the expend- 
iture of a dollar, yet the New England, Mid- 
dle States, and Southern Congressmen have 
always combined to carry through the ap- 
propriation. 

No Expense Out of Chicago. 

Meanwhile the great fast mail system from 
Chicago is conducted without extra expense 
to the government by the wise policy of 
diverting mails so as to compensate the rail- 
roads. There seems to be absolutely no 
way of stopping the New York and New Or- 
leans job, but the rules of the House are at 
least sufficient to prevent the creation of 
sirfilar subsidized lines in the future. 

The Western men are extremely uneasy 
over the prompt application of the rules of 
the House to prevent the extension of aid 
to railroads in their locality, while the very 
rules themselves strengthen the position of 
the Eastern and Southern monopoly, which, 
it has been said, is today the only subsidized 
railroad line in America, and which has held 
this: position for years in spite of regular 
efforts made by postoftice companies and the 
high officials of the department to call the 
attention of Congress to the absurdity of the 
whole proceeding. 


ANTI-OPTION BILL IS PUT TO SLEEP. 


House Committee on Agriculture Kills 
It by Decisive Vote. 
Washington, D. C., March 11.—-[Special.]— 


exchanges of New York and ‘Chicgego in par- 
ticular, have been favorite schemes with 
back-country Democratic politicians and 
Populist agitators for one session of Con- 
gress after another. Several times they have 
been reported by the committee and have 
come before the House as a disturbing ele- 
ment. Today the House Committee on Agri- 
culture put to slecp the annual populistic 
campaign bill putting a tax on dealers in 
futures by the decisive vote of 9 to 6. 

Some time ago a canvass was made of the 
committee and it was discovered that the 
sentiment is overwhelming among the Re- 
publican majority against reporting the 
measure favorably. Several informal hear- 
ings have been held, but the sentiment was 
such that when several representatives of 
the Chicago Board of Trade proposed to 
come on here on Monday in opposition to 
the measure they were told their services 
were not needed. 

Representative Murphy of Illinois made 
the principal speech before the committees 
today, making an able argument against the 
pernicious practice which has prevailed in 
Congress for some time of attempting to 
kill off various industries by exposing them 
to unfair and unjust taxation. The case of 
the 10 per cent tax on State banks was 
brought up by the Democrats on the commit- 
tee, but it was shown that this was toprotect 
the government itself, which was directly in- 
terested in securing a sound financial sys- 
tem through the medium of the national 
banks. 

The vote in the committee was practically 
on party lines, nine of the ten Republicans 
recording themselves against the anti-option 
measure. One of the Republicans united 
with the four Democrats and the Populist 
to make up the minority of six on the com- 
mittee. The representatives of all the large 
cieties were delighted at the outcome, as it 
relieved them of the duty of fighting the 
measure on the floor of the House. 

Representative Aldrich received congratu- 
latory telegrams from W. T. Baker of the 
Chicago Board of Trade and others The 
prevailing opinion is-today’s action of the 
committee has settled the anti-option scheme 
for a long time to come, and the heavy traders 
in New York and Chicago may consider 
themselves free from the danger of hostile 
legislation.

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CASH ON FORGED ORDERS. 


FRAUD USED TO COLLECT SPECIAL 
ASSESSMENT REBATE FUNDS.

Controller Wetherell Investigating an 
Alleged Scheme by Which That 
Bureau Has Been Systematically 
Plundered — Police Get a Search 
Warrant and Find Some of the Re- 
ceipts in the Office of William H. 
Madden, an Ex-Chief Clerk. 


Controller Wetherell received information 
some time ago money was being obtained 
through fraudulent means from the special 
asessment rebate fund. He started an in- 
vestigation, which resulted yesterday in the 
exposure of a scheme by which William H. 
Madden and William Leonard have been col- 
lecting small sums at various times on cer- 
tificates bearing forged signatures. In order 
to do this successfully they apparently had 
the codperation of John Flannigan and 
Webster Whiting, clerks respectively in the 
Special Assessment Bureau and Controller’s 
office. ° 

Whether their system was sufficiently 
criminal in character to justify prosecution 
is, according to City Prosecutor Tatge, not 
yet fully determined. 

Leonard, Flannigan, and Whiting were 
yesterday subjected to an examination by 
Mr. Tatge and Chief of Police Badenoch. 
Their explanations were taken down by a 
Shorthand writer and when transcribed will 
be turned over to Mr. Tatge. Besides the 
Prosecuting Attorney and Chief of Police 
there were present Frank Barrett, Alec 
Harper, and Louis Hayes of the Controller's 
office and Commissioner Kent. There 
seemed to be a wide difference of opinion 


among them as to the importance of these 
Statements. 


Making an Investigation. 

The examination was held behind closed 
doors in the private apartment of the Con- 
troller’s office. Strong efforts at secrecy 
were made. Mr. Tatge said the evidence ad- 
duced was not Strong enough to justify war- 
rants for anybody's arrest last evening, con- 
sequently no arrests were made. Whiting, 
who has been a clerk in the Controller's of- 
fice since Cregier was Mayor, protested his 
innocence. Flannigan also held out, al- 
though Mr. Tatge thinks he will eventually 
tell everything. Leonard contended that sO 
far as he and his partner Madden were con- 
cerned their transactions have been per- 
fectly legitimate. 

Chief Badenoch thought the information 
elicited from these men gave unquestioned 
proot of crooked work, but he would take no 
one into custody until instructed by Mr. 
Tatge, who now has full charge of the case. 

Commissioner Kent intimated the two 
clerks had confessed, but refused to give 
particulars, but said there weuld be further 
developments today. Controller Wetherell 
refused to discuss the affair and left his’ 
oflice about.2 o'clock to escape being inter- 
viewed. 


Discovery of the Scheme. 

William H. Bryer and William Sandberg, 
window clerks in the Special Assessment 
Bureau, whose business it is to make out 
the rebates, first called Controller Wether- 
ell’s attention. to the fact something was 
wrong. They made the discovery three or 
four weeks ago, when a citizen presented 
an original tax receipt from 
Treasurer and asked for his rebate. They 
found it had been drawn. How or on what 
sort of a certificate, however, was not ap- 
parent. In a few days three or four similar 
cases came to light. Then the two clerks 
became convinced there was fraud and in- 
formed the Controller of their discoveries.

chief clerk of the bureau. Knowing he would 
lose his place with the change of administra- 
tions, Mr. Madden saw an opportunity, so it 
seems, to establish himself in business asa 
collector of special assessment rebates. He 
worked in the office a great deal at night 
and took advantage of the time to compile 
a list of property-owners having rebate 
money due them. 


Rebate Collecting Their Business. 

After he was let out he formed a partner- 
ship with Leonard, and they opened an of- 
fice in the Stock Exchange Building. Their 
plan has been to call upon people entitled 
to rebates, and arrange, for a certain per 
cent of the amount, to collect it. The facts 
tend to show they conceived the idea of col- 
lecting the old accounts, some of which 
have been running ten and twelve years. 
To do this without authority of the owner 
was not possible without the assistance of 
a clerk in the bureau, and also in the Con- 
trollesr’ office. Neither Bryer nor Sand- 
berg could be approached. John Flannigan, 
whose duty consists in making out the side- 
walk rolls, works in the office with them, and 
acts as a relief clerk at the window during 
lunch hour. 


Flannigan Knew of the Matter. 

While the officials refused to say whether 
they had fastened anything positive on Flan- 
nigan they admitted he knew all about the 
matter and, when under examination, was 
on the point several times of breaking down 
and confessing. Commissioner Kent tried 
hard to convince those interested there are 
implicated whose names have not 
been mentioned, but the Law Department 
mand Chief Badenoch think Madden and 
leonard are probably the only outside per- 
sons interested. Leonard contended their 
dealings were legitimate, and told how Mad; 
den started the collecting business and how 
it was conducted. 

The investigation thus far shows the total 
sum paid out on fraudulent receipts does not 
exceed $1,800. 

Find Forged Tax Receipts. 

The strongest testimony against any of the 
persons toward whom the police have di- 
rected their suspicions is that against Mad- 
jen and Leonard. On Tuesday afternoon 
Constable Cerf, together with Detectives 
Farnsworth and Murnane of the Central 
Police Station, were given a search warrant 
sworn out before Justice Prindiville by W. 
H. Jenkins of the Controller's office. The 
warrant authorized them to search the of- 
fices of Madden and Leonard. In the desks 
of the two men in their offices were found 
nineteen forged tax receipts, which were . 
confiscated by the police and are held as 
evidence. 

Madden is at present out of the city. 
He advertises himself as a real estate agent. 
Leonard represents Capt. Cox and the Bar- 
ber Asphalt Paving company. He says he 
rented and furnished the rooms occupied 
by Madden as an office. He says the tax 
receipts found in his desk had been pur- 
chased, but declined to say from whom he 
bought them. 


LIVELY SCENE IN A COURT-ROOM.
